Wind of Cyclonic Force Sweeps 
Over Baltimore and Vicinity. 


Sailors Blown from a Ship and Drowned 
—Houses Unroofed, Yachts Cap- 
sized, and Trees Uprooted.

BALTIMORE, Md., July 3.—Several lives 
Were lost, a dozen or more people injured, 
houses unroofed, large steamships and 
other vessels driven adrift, yachts capsized, 
and other damage done by a cyclonic 
storm that, for ten minutes, swept over 
Baltimore City, Baltimore County, Anne 
Arundel County, and the harbor and Pat- 
apsco River at 4 o'clock this afternoon. The 
wind tore through the city and across the 
harbor at a velocity of forty to fifty miles 
an hour. 

One storm came 
other suall from the southwest caused 
whirlwind on the Anne Arundel County 
shore, which ripped up trees, lifted small 
boats out of the water, and demolished 
light structures at the shore resorts. Two 
Dutch sailors who were painting the side 
of the Netherland steamship Thermistoe 
were blown from a swinging scaffold and 
drowned. The big ship dragged her an- 
chors and struck the four-masted schooner 
Ss. W. carrying away her jib- 
boom. 

A yacht in which were John Welsh, 
‘Joseph Nelson, Stephen Hartman, and H. 
B. Cohen capsized. All were rescued when 
nearly drowned. Tugboats and steam 
launches went to the rescue of many per- 
sons who were thrown into the water by 
sailboats capsizing.. Communication is cut 
off from some points on the river shore, 
where loss of life is reported. 

The wires between Baltimore and numer- 
ous suburban towns are down, and al- 
though it known the destruction was 
great in those places, the information is 
meagre. At Govanstown a tree fell, 
crushed in the roof of a residence and up- 
set a stove, causing further damage to the 
house by fire. The occupants escaped with 
slight injuries. 

A numebr of persons were cut and bruised 
by flying glass and débris in this city, For 
a few minutes the air was filled with 


pieces of skylights, parts of roofs and 
shutters, and portions of awnings. In the 
public parks hundreds of trees were up- 
rooted. On suburban electric lines travel 
is blocked by fallen trees and broken tfol- 
ley wires. 

At Jacob Ulman’s country estate, in the 
Green Spring Valley, a huge water tank in 
which three men were working was blown 
sixty feet. John Fallon was killed and 
Harry Effler and Edward Deerhart seri- 
ously injured. 

Joseph Chandler was killed by a flying 
hatch from a vessel. 


RAINSTORM DOES DAMAGE. 


Live Stock Drowned and Other Loss 
Sustained in Eastern Ohio and 
Western Pennsylvania.

PITTSBURG, Penn., July 3.—The heaviest 
rainstorm in the history of Eastern Ohio 
and Western Pennsylvania came to-day. At 
Sharon, Penn., about 2 P. M., enough rain 
fell in a few moments to turn a small 
creek into a raging current and consider- 
able live stock was drowned. 

At a Fisk Street house, Undertaker W. 
D. Semple had placed the body of a man 
in a coffin. A few moments after he left 
the water rose three feet in the building, 


and the undertaker had’ to wade in and 
float the coffin and its contents to a dry 
place. Damage aggregating thousands of 
dollars is reported from many towns. 


SOLDIER HEIR TO! A FORTUNE. 


Adopted Son of Newark Man to Receive 
Big Fund Left by Erring Father.

NEWARK, N. J., July 3.—John Gilmore 
Hall, a soldier in the United States Army,

line, Ohio. 

Young Hall is an adopted son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Cherles T. Hall, who reside at 19 
Franklin Place, Arlington. 

Mr. Hall, who is a clerk in a large whole- 
sale house in New York, received informa- 
tion recently notifying him that his adopted 
s0n, together with two brothers and a sis- 
ter, were being sought for in order that 
the estate of John Gilmore, the father of 
the young man, who died only four months 
ago at San Luis Potosi, Mexico, might be 
divided among them. 

The four children who were deserted by 
Gilmore were given out to families and the 
father went Jest, and then to Mexico, 


where, together with his partner, Charles 
Searles, he accumulated a fortune in the 
rining business. It was Searles who locat- 
ed the son in Arlington. The other chil- 
dren were adopted, one by a family in 
Treadly, Ind., another by William P. Dick- 
erson of Sugar Branch, Ind. The sister's 
whereabouts are unknown.

Louisiana Bars Histories That Do Not

BATON ROUGE, La., July 3.—The Louis- 
jana Senate, by a unanimous vote to-day, 
passed a bill debarring all histories from 
the public schools in this State that do 
not give Admiral Winfield Scott Schley 


credit for the naval victory at Santiago, 
Cuba, July 3, 1898, which resulted in the 
destruction of the Spanish fleet. The bill 
had previously passed the House, and was 
promptly signed by the @overnor. 

The new law makes it obligatory on 
the State Board of Education to examine 
all histories and furnish lists of tabooed 
works to the Parish Superintendents of 
Education. The State Board is also empow- 
ered to select the histories that shall be 
used, a heavy penalty is imposed on teach- 
ers who violate the law in their schools.

Shareholders of Fowler Brothers, a Big 
Provision Concern, Asked to Con- 
firm an Agreement to Sell. 


LONDON, July 3.—Excitement has been 
caused in Liverpool by reports pointing to 
the ‘‘ Americanization”’ of the leading 
local provision firms. 

The shareholders of Fowler Brothers, one 
of the largest wholesale concerns, have 
received circulars inviting them to con- 
firm a provisional agreement to sell their 
business to Gustavus Franklin Swift, Presi- 
dent of Swift & Co. of Chicago. 

The agreement with Mr. Swift was made 
by Anderson Fowler of New York, and in- 
cludes the sale of the company’s interests 
in the Stockyards and Warehouse Company 
of Chicago, and the Packing Company of 
Ixansas. Among the conditions is a pro- 
vision for the liquidation and dissolution of 
Fowler Brothers. 


WOMAN HOLDS MEN AT BAY. 


Wife of a Greenwich (Conn.) Resident 
Refuses to Allow a Barn to 
be Moved.

GREENWICH, Conn., July 3.—Mrs. Bar- 
tholomew Finn, wife of a mechanic, aged 
about forty, held a dozen men, including an 
officer, at bay to-day. She held a brick in 
each hand and dared them to enter her 
premises. Her neighbor, Joseph Whelan, 
a contractor and lives next door. He 
engaged Stephen Stoothoff to move his 
barn from one place to another, and while 
doing this the end of the barn protruded on 
Mrs. Finn's property. 

She ordered Stoothoff and his men away, 
and by way of emphasizing her orders she 
seized the bricks. The men ran. Constable 
Fulton came next, but Mrs. Finn told him 
that as she was on her own premises he 
dare not arrest her. She also claimed that 
the barn was hers, as she could enter it on 
her own land. 

Both Mr. Whelan and Mrs. Finn went to 
consult a lawyer, who proved to be the 
same one, Judge McNall. The woman 
would not give in, so no agreement was 
reached. 

Mrs. Finn returned to her house and re- 
sumed watch, club in hand. The barn- 
movers planned to take action later. 


FATAL ACCIDENT TO AERONAUT. 


Man Killed in Louisville Said to Have

aut who died this afternoon as the result of 
injuries sustained in an attempt to descend

AERONAUT’S PERILOUS DESCENT. 


Dropped a Quarter of a Mile ia Para- 


chute, Damaging a Chimney.

LONG BRANCH, N. J., July 3.—Prof. 
Charles Litchfield, the New England aeron- 
aut, made a sensational parachute leap this 
afternoon at the opening of the Business 
Men’s Carnival and Street Fair. 

The ascension was made about a half- 
mile from the seashore in the strong west- 
erly wind, which carried his balloon rapid- 
ly toward the ocean. Realizing the danger 
of dropping into the sea, the aeronaut 
cut from his balloon when at a height of 
about a quarter of a mile, landing in the 
top of the chimney of the Ocean Wave 
Hotel, directly on the ocean drive. In the 
descent he struck the chimney with such 
force as to tear away a portion of if, 
severely wrenching his right knee, The 
balloon was picked up a mile and a half 
off shore by Capt. Hennessey’s fishing 
crew.

Nelson Morris & Co. were served yester- 
day with the injunction issued by the Su- 
preme Court of New York, restraining the 
concern from violating the Anti-Trust law 
of that State.

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Planing Mills on West Twenty- 
eighth Street Destroyed. 


Blaze Started by a Skyrocket Which 
Fell Upon the Property—Man 
and Woman Rescued. 


The first fire of the Fourth of July was 
started a little after midnight by a sky- 
rocket in the planing mills of John Craw- 
ford, at 256 and 258 West Twenty-eighth 
Street, and in an hour had gutted his two 
big five-story mills, another smalier wood- 
en mill between them, and fired several 
other surrounding mills, one of which, on 
Highth Avenue, he owned himself. Nobody 
was hurt, though a woman and a watch- 
man were rescued, a roundsman doing 
some heroic work in rescuing the latter. 
The damage is estimated at $50,000. 

Crawford's planing mill, on Twenty- 
eighth Street, is duplicated on Twenty- 
seventh Street by a similar building, at 
Nos. 257 and 259. Between them was a 
wooden mill connected with the main build- 
ings by wooden runways and sheds. The 
rocket was seen to fall there, but the fire 
was not noticed for a time, and the flames 
got a good start. 

A second and a third alarm were quickly 
sent in. Roundsman Martin Reagan of the 
West Twentieth Strete Station heard cries 
of fear coming from the Twenty&seventh 
Street building. He got into 255, ascended 
to the top floor, and found Joseph Chaf- 
fee, sixty-five years of age, a watchman, 
who slept on the top floor of 257. Reagan 
could not get to him. He found an iron 
ladder, with hooks at the end of it, and 
this he pushed over from the roof of his 
building to the window of 257, at which the 
watchman was shouting. 

Chaffee was too frightened to get over, 
and four men who had ascended with Rea- 
gan held the ladder while the policeman 
climbed over it. It was a ticklish situa- 
tion, and it was some seconds before Chaf- 
fee could be induced to make the return. 

Flames were shooting out of nearly every 
window of the front and back buildings by 
this time and Chaffee was afraid. Reagan 
put him on the ladder and keeping close 
behind him encouraged him to cross. Once 
in safety Chaffee fled to the street. 

The buildings on both Twenty-eighth and 
Twenty-seventh Streets had tenements 
flanking them on the east side. The fire- 
men went through these houses and turned 
the dwellers out. Many ran to the + reet 
with their furniture and other belong ngs 
and soon there was a lot of household prop- 
erty on Twenty-seventh and Twenty-eighth 
Streets with frightened women and men 
surrounding them. ai tae 

The fire caught in the rear of 254 West 
Twenty-eighth Street and broke the win- 
dows of several floors. An old French- 
woman lived on the second floor and Po- 
liceman , Charles Wixson of the West 
Thirty-seventh Street Station heard she 
was an invalid. He ran upstairs and found 
her lying almost paralyzed by terror and 
watching the flames breaking the panes of 
glass. He picked her up. and she fainted 
in his arms. He carried her*to the street 
and gave her into the care of nefghbors. 
A doctor found that she had been over- 
come by. smoke and.emotion but he re- 
vived her, . 

In about an hour the building at the rear 
of the wooden planing mill, on Eighth Ave- 
nue, caught fire. It is occupied by Isaac 
H. Tyrrell, who has a planing shop in it. 
The drenan got to work there and soon had 
the flames under control. Aftem that the 
work was continued with such vigor that 
at 1:10 o’clock the fire was under control. 


WOMAN’S VAIN ATTEMPT 
* TO DROWN HER CHILDREN. 


Mrs. Lynan of Washington, Insane, 
Tried to Throw Two Little Girls 
Into Mill Creek, Brooklyn. 


Suddenly seized with the insane impulse 
which caused her to be confined in an 
asylum in Washington not more than a 
year ago, Mrs. Margaret Lynan, thirty-five 
years old, tried to throw her two children, 
Margaret and Loretta, into the creek at 
Mill Creek Avenue and Avenue N, Brook- 
lyn, yesterday afternoon, where she had 
taken the children for a stroll. 

Loretta is six years old, and realizing 
from the strange actions of her mother 
that something was seriously wrong, she 
escaped from her grasp and ran nearly a 
mile to a policeman. She told him of what 
had happened, and the mother was found 
later wandering aimlessly about, remem- 
bering nothing of her murderous attempt. 
The other child was picked up on the brink 


of the creek. ; 
Mrs. Lynan is the wife of George Lynan, 


a bookbinder of Washington, D. C. The 
unfortunate trouble which caused yester- 
day’s occurrence also became evident a 
year ago in Washington, it is said, ‘and it 
was found necessary to confine the woman. 
After a short time it was considered that 
a cure had been effected, and the woman 
was discharged from the institution to take 
up again the cares of her family. She ar- 
rived in New York a few days ago for the 
purpose of visiting her mother, Mrs. May 
Farrell, who lives on Mill Lane, near Lin- 
coln Road. She had brought her two chil- 
dren with her, and yesterday announced 
her intention of taking them out for a 
walk. 

She left the house and proceeded down 
Mill Lane. The six-year-old girl was run- 
ning ahead, and the three-year-old baby 
was toddling beside the mother. It seems 
impossible to gain any idea of when Mrs. 
Lynan first became seized with her insane 
impulse to drown her children, but the 
older child telis of a deliberate effort which 
she made to drag them toward a steep 
bank of the creek. The child says that 
the mother was occupied in trying to ac- 
eomplish the baby’s drowning when she 
escaped. When the woman was found by 
the policeman she was taken to the Kings 
County Hospital and her relatives were 
notified. 


NEWS OF EXPLORER DE WINDT. 


He and Party Reported Picked Up on 
Siberian Coast. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 3.—News brought 
by the steamer St. Paul from the arctic 
says the English explorer Harry De Windt 
and his party were picked up on the Si- 
berian Coast, probably at Indian Point, by 
the United States revenue cutter Thetis, 


under the command of Capt. Healey, about 
the middle of June. 

De Windt is attempting to go from Paris 
to New York via the eastern route, and if 
he reaches,Nome he will be sure to suc- 
ceed. 


LONDON, July 3.—Considerable relief 
was experienced by Harry De Windt’'s 
friends on the receipt of the news from 
San Francisco that he and his party, which 


started Dec. 19 last from Paris in an at- 
tempt to travel overland from the French 
capital to New York, had been picked up 
on the Siberian Coast. On the day of his 
departure from London De Windt correct- 
ly forecasted the future, saying: 

“If the ice conditions in Bering Straits 
do not permit walking a.United States 
revenue cutter will eye us up, and news of 
the expedition may be expected in July, via 
America.”

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Plan to Get Norfolk Street Railway Men

NORFOLK, Va., July 3.—A wave of ex- 
citement swept over this city to-night be- 
cause of a persistent rumor that the lines 
of the Norfolk, Newport News, and Ports- 
mouth Railway, recently consolidated, 
would be tled up by a strike to-morrow 
morning. The company had planned the 
greatest celebration in the history of the 
city at the five resorts they controlled, and 
members of the Street Railway Employes’ 
Union planned a course that was frustrated 
just in time. 

The men have organized a union that the 
company has refused to recognize. Several 
of the young employes had planned a strike 
on theFourth of July, when traffic was 


heavy, but the majority of the members of 
the union would not abide by the action, 
and have postponed making any demand 
upon the company. There will certainly be 
a strike unless the company recognizes 
the union, and trouble is expected Saturday 
morning. 


TRANSPORT’S RESCUE DENIED. 


Story of the Saving of the 
by the Leonidas Declared False.

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., July 3.—The 
story sent out from Norfolk last night, giv- 
ing an account of a rescue of the trans- 
port Kearney by the Leonidas, is denied by 

those of the Kearney. 

First Mate Holmes of the Kearney said: 
“There is absolutely no foundation for the 
statement that a panic was narrowly avert- 
ed on the Kearney, and the statement that 
there were several hundred troops aboard 
is utterly incorrect. Counting my wife 
and two daughters, there were fourteen 
persons on the ship and never at any time 
was there the slightest alarm. We had a 
small leak, but that was checked several 
days before we sighted the Leonidas.”’ 

The Kearney left Cuba on May 17. When 
nearing Key West the boilers refused to 
work and the vessel tied up at Key West 
for repairs. After leaving Key West, and 
when nearing the Virginia capes, the shaft 
broke and the boilers again became dis- 
arranged. She continued her voyage until 
within ten miles of the capes.

The mills secured in Texas are not def- 
initely known, but there are eight of them, 
and it is understood that included are the 
mills at Denison, Gainesville, and Sherman, 
the latter being the largest in the world. 
The total amount of the sale price called 
for is $2,000,000. 


STORMY POLITICAL MEETING. 


Factions in South Carolina Cheer Rival 
Candidates for Governor and Carry 
Their Men Off Bodily.

COLUMBIA, 8S. C., July 3.—Not since the 
fierce campaign meeting that marked the 
candidacy of the present Senator Tillman 
for Governor has so turbulent a meeting 
been held in South Carolina as that at 
Edgefield to-day. 

Col. ‘“‘ Jim" Tillman, nephew of the Sen- 
ater; Congressman Taibert, and several 
others are running for Governor. Edgefield 
is the home of both Messrs. Tillman and 
Talbert, and each seems to have desired 
to capture the meeting. Although they 
both belong to the old Tillman faction they 
are bitter enemies. Talbert defeated Till- 
man’s father for Congress and the younger 
man has been fighting him from the start. 

The meeting was held in the Edgefield 
Courthouse. The ladies withdrew after 
awhile. Then the audience got absolutely 
beyond coftrol. One faction yelled * Till- 
man,’ while an equally demonstrative fac- 
tion yelled ‘“‘ Talbert’’ when there was a 
lull. 

Talbert retired. Tillman then came to the 
front and was cheered, but Talbert’s follow- 
ers continued the yelling for ‘ Talbert ’”’ 
until a gang of men rushed on the stand, 
put a crown of flowers on Tillman's head, 
lifted him high in the air, and carried him 
out into the street. 

Another Talbert mob gathered up 
man and ran off with him.

M. Rostand’s attorney, William Burry, 
appeared in the United States Circuit 
Court to-day with a petition for leave to 
reopen the case and have the decree it Mr. 
Gross’s favor set aside. 

Attorney Burry said: ‘“‘ Judge Kohlsaat’s 
order was the only one that could have 
been entered under the circumstances. AS 
long as Mr. Mansfield consented to the en- 
try of a decree against himself the order 
for injunction had to issue. 

‘“‘But my client is peculiarly affected by 
the proceedings. He has a contract wit 
Mr. Mansfield by which the latter is to 
pay royalties for the use of the play 
‘Cyrano.’ Now that Mr. Mansfield has vol- 
unteered to stop the production of this 
play, it is proper for the author to object 
to a decree which makes him out a plagiar- 
ist.”

which has raged throughout the: archipela- 
£0 against the lawful sovereignty and just 
authority of the United States. The task 
Was peculiarly difficult and trying. They 
were required at first to overcome organ- 
ized resistance of superior numbers, well 
equipped with modern arms of precision, 
intrenched in an unknown country of 
mountain defiles, jungles, and swamps, ap- 

arently capable of interminable defense. 

When this resistance had been overcome 
they were required to crush out a general 
system of guerrilla warfare conducted 
among a people speaking unknown tongues, 
from whom it was almost impossible to ob- 
tain the information necessary for success- 
ful pursuit or to guard against surprise and 
ambush. 

“The enemies by whom they were sur- 
rounded were regardless of all obligations 
of good faith and of all the limitations 
which humanity has imposed upon civilized 
warfare.

They were in- 
structed, while punishing armed resistance, 
to conciliate the friendship of the peaceful, 
yet had to do with a population among 
whom it was impossible to distinguish 
friend from foe, and who in countless in- 
stances used a false appearance of friend- 
ship for ambush and assassination. They 
were obliged to deal with problems of com- 
munication and transportation in a country 
without roads and frequently. made impas- 
sable by torrential rains, They were 
weakened by tropical heat and tropical dis- 
ease. Widely scattered over a great archi- 
= extending a thousand miles from 
north to south, the gravest responsibilities, 
involving the life or death of their com- 
mands, frequently devolved upon young 
and inexperienced officers beyond the reach 
of specific orders or advice. © 


TWO THOUSAND BATTLES. 
“Under all these adverse circumstances, 
the army of the Philippines has accom- 
plished its task rapidly and completely. In 
mote than two thousand combats, great 
and small, within three years, it has ex- 


hibited unvarying courage and resolution. 
Utilizing the lessons of the Indian wars, it 
has relentlessly followed the guerrilla 
bands to their fastnesses in mountain and 
jungle and crushed them.

THIS GIRL A FIRE HEROINE. 


Agnes Romer Rescued Grandmother and 
Brother, Then Gave Alarm. 


Agnes Romer, a twelve-year-old girl, liv- 
ing with her grandmother and eight-year- 
old brother Philip at 861 East One Hundred 
and. Fifty-sixth Street, made a name for 
herself last night as a fire heroine. 

It was about 9 o'clock that little Miss 
Agnes, who was standing at window on 


the first floor, was informed by a passer-by 
that her flat, on the third floor, was a-fire. 
The girl ran up stairs and found the flat 
on fire. Her grandmother, Mrs. Mary 
Romer, and little Philip were asleep. 

Arousing the grandmother, she led the old 
woman down stairs and then returned and 
brought Philip down. She then went to the 
corner drug store, got the key to the fire 
box, and turned in an alarm. 

Engine Company No. 19, of which her fa- 
ther a member, résponded, and when the 
truck arrived Agnes was at the door to 
inform her father that his mother and little 

n were safe. The firemen experienced

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WOUNDS SEEN ON 
| FOSTER’S HEAD 


Coroner’s Statement Contradicted 
by Four Witnesses. 


DOCTOR TELLS WHAT HE SAW 


Will Tell Story of a Pact to 
Commit Suicide. 


OOD GROUND, L. L., July 3.—The testi- 
to-day against Louis Disbrow was 
mainly intended to discredit the statement 








of Coroner Nugent that there was no 
wound on Foster’s body and that there was 
one on the face of Sarah Lawrence. This 
testimony was the direct opposite of what 


| had been understood and what Coroner Nu- 
| gent in a dozen interviews has told from 
| the very outset of the case. 


The four wit- 
nesses who testified to discredit the Coro- 
ner’s statement were very exact in detail 


| and all agreed practically as to the wounds. 


Mr. Miles has not yet laid bare his line of 
defense. His cross-examining thus far has 
simply been to either discredit the wit- 
nesses or else to throw doubt on their sto- 
ries. It is believed he will place Disbrow 
on the stand at the last moment and that 
Disbrow will then tell a story of an agree- 
ment entered into by himself, Clarence Fos- 
ter and Sarah Lawrence to kill themselves 
by suicide. The great weakness of this 
story, it is pointed out, would be the fact 
that it would contradict other stories Dis- 
brow has told. It is alleged he told one per- 
son Foster was sleeping off the effects of 
liquor in the woods. To the mother of the 
Lawrence girl he sent a telegram saying 
he would try and find her daughter and 
Foster, and to William Walton he said 
nothing of any suicide agreement. 


The hearing before Justice Foster in 


Union Hall was resumed this morning at 


10 o’clock. The father, mother, and widow 
of Clarence Foster were again present and 
occupied seats near the prisoner. Disbrow 
looked pale and haggard, but seemed self- 
possessed, 
SAW HOLE IN THE FOREHEAD. 

The first witness was George D. Aldrich. 
He said he had assisted in putting Foster’s 
body into the coffin, and that he saw an 


| abrasion ati inch and a half long over the 


right eye. The head, he said, was black 
and blue. He told of a wound in the centre 
of the forehead and another on the top 
of the head, neither of which had ever been 
mentioned before. Aldrich had examined 
the body in the presence of the dead man’s 
father. 

**T lifted his hair, which was very thick,”’ 
he said, “‘ and found a hole in the forehead 
right in the centre, and at the very edge of 
the hair. It was just about the size of the 
head of an eight-penny finishing nail.’ 
(Aldrich is a carpenter by occupation.) 

He then explained that it was a round 
hole, with the skin cut out as if by a har- 
ness or leather punch, The wound, he 
said, wasn’t an eighth of an inch in diam- 
eter. The face was covered with blood. 

“Was there any other wound?” was 
asked. 

“Yes, I noticed a wound over the right 
eye. I think it’ was an inch and a half 
long. The forehead was swollen and black. 
Right on top of the head, where the hair 
was washed apart, was a black and blue 
spot. The right eye beneath the wound on 
the forehead was more swollen and discol- 
ored than the other eye.” 

Walter Kane, fifteen years old, was the 
next witness. He saw the body after it 
was taken from the water, he said. There 
was blood all over the face and on the 
ears, There was a mark of some kind over 
the right eye. There was blood around the 
eye and blood oozing from the ears and 
nose. The wound over the eye was certain- 
ly cut through the skin for more than an 
inch and a half on the forehead. * 

Byram Newton, a newspaper reporter, 
said he had assisted in removing Miss 
Lawrence’s body from the waterside and 
had viewed Foster’s body. He swore that 
Foster’s face had a deep wound, about an 
inch or more long, over the right eye. The 
gash was filled with blood to such an ex- 
tent that the depth of the wound could not 
be determined without probing. The edges 
of the wound, particularly the upper edges, 
were plainly visible, and the flesh around 
the cut was swollen. The right eye was 
puffed considerably more than the left 
eye. There was a considerable amount of 
blood in that eye socket, and partially 
clotted blood covered that side of the face 
near the eye. There was blood trickling 
out of both ears and blood issuing from 
the corners of the mouth and from the 
nostrils. 

NONE COULD FAIL TO SEE IT. 

Mr. Newton said that at the time he saw 
the body no one making any sort of an ex- 
amination, even the most superficial, could 
have failed to see the wound. 

District Attorney Smith proceeded to 
qualify the witness as an expert. Newton 
said that in his eighteen years’ experience 
as a newspaper man he had seen about 
fifty bodies of persons taken from the 
water. His experience had been that blood 
ran from the ears in the case of only those 
bodies bearing injuries in the head. 

Mr. Miles, Disbrow’s lawyer, strenuously 
objected to the admission of the testimony 
of these three witnesses, on the ground 
that it impeached the evidence of Coroner 
Nugent, a witness called by the prosecu- 
tion. He especially objected to admitting 
Mr. Newton's testimony, claiming it was 
not proper, as Newton was not a physi- 
cian. In spite of counsel's objections, how- 
ever, the testimony of the three witnesses 
was admitted by the court, Justice Foster 
considering Mr. Newton’s experience to 
have given him qualifications to testify. 

The same line of testimony was contin. 
ued when Dr. Thomas, H. Chattele, a local 
physician, who examined Foster’s body the 
day it was found, was called. He swore 
there was a contusion wound over the right 
eve. He said there was a local swelling 
around the wound. This was the only place 
where there was any general Swollen con- 
dition accentuated. 

‘Doctor, in your opinion, was this wound 
above the eye inflicted before or after 
death?”’ he was asked. 

“ Before death. There is never any local 
swelling after death,’’ was the reply. 

Dr. Chattele said he had never known 
blood to trickle from the ears of a drowned 
person unless there had been injuries or a 
coneussion. 

William Walton, the young man who did 
some apparently aimless wanderings with 
Disbrow on the day of the tragedy, was 
the last witness of the day. Walton said 
he lived at Good Ground and was twenty- 


ene years of age, a painter by trade. He 
knew Foster slightly, and had known who 
Disbrow was, but did not know him, and 
first met him on the morning of June 10, 
about 11 o'clock. He was seated in Eld- 
ridge's Hotel, opposite the station in Good 
Ground, with Bert Hildreth. Disbrow came 
in and joined them. He called for drinks, 
and there were several rounds served, 

Witness in the course of conversation 
remarked that he wanted to go to Quogue. 
Disbrow said he was going that Way and 
asked witness to accompany him, Witness 
replied that he had no money for his fare. 
Disbrow offered to pay the expenses. The 
effer was accepted, and they walked to the 
station. 


DISBROW’'S TALK WITH WALTON. 


Witness asked where Foster was, and 
Disbrow told him he was “full, up in the 
Squaretown Woods, and asleep.’’ Disbrow 
also spoke to Station Agent Topping and 
told him the same thing. Disbrow bought 


Belief at Good Ground that Disbrow, 


tickets for Quogué. Walton said he and 
Disbrow went to Quogue on the 2:20 train. 
On reaching that village they went to 
Ww icke’s Hotel. From there they drove to 
Homer's Hotel, at Bastport. They had 
more drinks, remaining at the hotel atine 
haps two hours. They then went to Tillie 
Tuttle’s boarding house and had supper. 
They went to bed soon after eating and 
occupied the same bed, Disbrow sleeping 
next the wall, . 

About 2 o’clock in the morning, the wit- 
ness said, he was awakened by Disbrow 
crawling over him in the act of getting out 
of bed. Disbrow took several drinks of 
water, lit his pipe, and walked about the 
room. Witness asked what was the matter 
and Disbrow replied: ‘‘My heart is nearly 
broke.”’ The witness then continued: 

“He told me that he and Foster and Dim- 
ple Lawrence had been over to the Hamp- 
ton Pines Club. All three had ne from 
there to Ternell's, where he and Foster had 
a fight on the beach, and Foster took him 
by the throat and, being too much for him, 
threw him down. He also told me that 
Foster and Dimple had been in the same 
room together in Ternell’s. Ternell had 
warned him to keep Dimple away from_the 
place, to take her-away. Before that Dis- 
brow said Foster had called him down to 
bid him good-bye because they (Foster and 
Miss Lawrence) were going away. Then he 
told about the fight.”’ 

eae the details of his relations with 
Disbrow, Walton said they had breakfast 
at the boarding house and then started to 
the station. On the way there Disbrow, he 
said, told him that ‘‘ Dimp” wrence was 
his girl and also said she was a good girl. 
The witness went on: 

“He told me that on Friday, while all 
three of them were down on the beach, 
*Dimp’ said she loved Clarence and Clar- 
ence said he loved ‘ Dimp,’ and that they 
were going away together. Disbrow sent a 
telegram to Good Ground from the station.” 

Walton finished his direct testimony by 
saying that Disbrow told him Foster and 
Sarah Lawrence went out in a boat, but 
did not say what he himself had done. 

Mr. Miles, on cross-examination, went at 
Walton fiercely. He wanted to know how 
many drinks he had had on the day he was 
with Disbrow. Walton thought it was six 
or seven. Questioned about having drinks 
in Southampton, he said he had had malt, 
and when asked what it was, said it tasted 
like beer, and mighty good beer at that. 
There was much merriment while this tes- 
timony was being taken, as, with the ex- 
ception of Homer's, all the places visited 
at which ‘‘malt" was —T according 
to the witness, were in the no-license town 


“of Southampton. 


Walton was forced to admit he had been 
arrested and- convicted of stealing a set of 
harness from H. L, Griffin. He did not 
know whether he had been convicted a sec- 
ond time, and Mr. Miles did not press the 
matter. 

The court adjourned until Monday. 


STEEL COMPANY SAVINGS BANK. 


The Illinois Concern’s Officials Will 
Have One at South Chicago. 
Special to The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, July 3.—Officlals of the Illi- 
nois Steel Company applied to the Secre- 
tary of State yesterday for articles of in- 
corporation for a new savings bank at 
South Chicago. Its officers will be repre- 
sentatives of the Steel Company. The 
capital stock will be $200,000. Twice a 
month the Steel Company pays out from 
$350,000 to $400,000 to its employes. 

E. H. Gary, Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, will be, it is said, interested in 
the new institution, which will probably 
have close business relationg with the 
Federal Trust and Savings Bank, on ac- 
count of Mr. Gary's interest in both banks. 


FIRE ALARMS CHINATOWN. 


Pdliceman and Civilian Rescue Woman 
and Children from a Blazing 
Apartment. 


An attempt by Mrs. Lee Mon to fill a ker- 
osene lamp whith was burning last evening 
caused a fire In the five-story brick tene- 
ment 28 Mott Street, which did $2,000 dam- 
age and caused great excitement in China- 
town. In her fourth-floor apartment at the 
time was Mrs. Mon and her two childrén, 
aged two and five years. Her clothing 
caught fire, but she beat out the flames 
in her dress without being badly burned. 

Policeman John Stapleton of the Eliza- 
beth Street Station was passing the house 
when he saw smoke coming out of the win- 
dow. He rushed in and aroused the ten- 
ants, Making his way to the apartments of 
Mrs. Mon, with a man named William J. 
Gallagher, the policeman found that the 
flames had cut off escape by way of the 
stairway, and so they carried the woman 
and her two children down the fire escape. 

The other tenants in the house ran down 
the_stairs to the street, except those on the 
fifth floor, who hastened to the roof, where 


they remained until the firemen put the 
fire out. 

During this time there was the greatest 
excitement in the street. Chinamen fled 
from all the ae houses with their 
families, and so great did the crowd be- 
come that the reserves from the Elizabeth 
Street Station had difficulty in keeping 
order, 


SAYS IT WAS CONSPIRACY. 


Policeman Scheimer, Threatened with 
Dismissal, Declares He is a Vic- 
tim — Capt. Chapman’s Plea. 


Capt. Chapman of the Mercer Street Sta- 
tion appeared before Deputy Commissioner 
Thurston, presiding at the trials of delin- 
quent policemen at Headquarters yester- 
day, in an effort to save Robert Scheimer, 
a patrolman of his command, from dis- 
missal under the rules of the Police Depart- 
ment. In the Court of General Sessions 
the policeman was convicted of assault on 
Nicholas Sherry, and the conviction was 
the basis of a formal charge against him 
by Inspector Brooks. 

“This is a good and faithful officer,” 
Capt. Chapman said when the case was 
cafied. ‘He is worthy of consideration. 
If you can save him, he deserves it. I do 
not believe he has had fair treatrhent. He 
had some trouble with Judge Leventritt's 
son, but you would not consider the com- 
plaint.”’ 

Scheimer insisted that he was innocent 
of the charge on which he had been con- 
victed, and said that he was the victim of 
a conspiracy, in which one of his enemies 
was County Detective McLellan of the Dis- 
trict Attorney's staff, who is accused of 
shéoting James McCoy when he fled with 
others from an alleged poolroom at the 
Sherman House, in East Forty-second 
Street, a few weeks ago. 

“My conviction was the result of a con- 
spiracy started last Fall,"’ Scheimer said 
on the stand. ‘‘ Those people swore they 
would break me. Deputy Commissioner 
Devery investigated their complaint and 
dismissed it. I could not connect the com- 
pleinants at the trial with the men who 
made threats against me until the last day 
of the trial. Then I found one of them in 


the corridor intimidating my witnesses. I 
pet him on the witness stand, but the 

istrict Attorney would not let him testify. 
The man was eye Detective McLellan.” 

Col. Thurston in closing the ease assured 
Capt. Chapman that he would repoft what 
he had said in Scheimer’s favor to Com- 
missioner Partridge, who will render the 
final judgment, and ask him to take it into 
consideration. 


MOTHER’S TERRIBLE MISTAKE. 


Poured Acid Instead of Eyewash Into 
Her Daughter's Eye. 


An efror that may cost her eighteen-year- 
old daughter Mamie her eyesight was made 
early yesterday morning by Mrs. Bruegge- 
worth of 540 Humboldt Street, Union Hill, 
N. J. 

For some time past the girl has been 
treated for her eyes, which were weak. Yes- 
terday morning, before daylight, her eyes 
annoyed her more than usual. Her mother 
went to get the eyewash prescribed and 
apply it to relieve the pain. Instead of 
the wash she picked up a bottle of carbolic 
acid and dropped some of it into her daugh- 


ter’s left eye. The girl's cry of agony ap- 
prised her of her mistake. 

Doctors were summoned, and Dr, D, Men- 
ger was the first to arrive. He found the 
eye, face, and neck of the young woman 
burned with the acid. He fears the sight 
of the eve will not be restored 


LITTLE BOY’S: BIG CLIMB! NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


Ascended an {ron Trestle to a 
Height of Eighty Feet. 


Rescued by a Man Who Lowered the 
Daring Child to Safety with 
a Rope. 


The mischievous instinct which led John- 
ny Madigan, six years old, of 3 Madison 
Street, Hoboken, to climb the steel trestle 
of the railroad building on Ferry Street, 
nearly resulted in his death yesterday. 
After he had started his perilous climb it 
was found necessary to rig up a number of 
ropes in order to get him safely to the 
ground. 

Since the railway company has com- 
menced to build its great structure on Fer- 
ry Street the scene of operations has af- 
forded a pluyground for all the children 
in the neighborhood. The framework rises 
to a height of 100 feet, and the steel ladder- 
like structure, which connects the ground 
with the tracks above, affords a tempting 
climb. For some time youths of sixteen 
or more have considered the successful 
climb a proof of unusual agility and steady 
nerves. 

Johnny has stood in the distance and 
watched the feats of the ‘“‘ big boys” in 
open-eyed admiration. Instinctively he de- 
cided that he must emulate them. Yester- 
day he got down to that part of the struc- 
ture which presented the best climbing 
spot and stood around for awhile all alone. 
He looked wistfully up at the mass of 
steel towering above him, and on a sudden 
impulse decided to try it. 

When he started up the upright iron 
beams no one was around. He struggled 
painfully up the ladder, and had got within 
sight of the top, when another boy came 
along and, seeing the small form away up 
in the air in imminent risk of a fatal fall, 
called to Johnny to climb down. His yells 
were unheeded. Near the top of the trestle 
the framework flares outward in such a 
manner as to make the last twenty feet of 
the climb nearly impossible. The little fel- 
low reached this difficult portion and 
Stopped his ascent to look it over. He 
could go no further, and to go back was an 
equal impossibility. Johnny sat down on 
a ledge and looked at the street far below 
him, 

By this time a group of men had ac- 
cumulated, and a discussion was started 
as to the best method of rescue, Finally 
one man secured a long truck rope with a 


slipknot at the end and climbed up _ to 
where the child was clinging to the girder, 
The rope was slipped over Johnny's waist 
and he was lifted down. When the child 
reached the ground his only comment on 
ee Was on the soreness of his 
eet. 


DESERTED WOMAN TURNS 
TABLES ON HER HUSBAND. 


He Left Her in Italy, Married Again 
Here, and Tried to Have Her 
Deported. 


Maria Antonia Allooca, a native of Sabi- 
ano, near Naples, who has been detained 
on Ellis Island since May 5 for deporta- 
tion, was yesterday released on a rehearing 
of her case. 

A little less than a year ago the woman's 
husband, who was a Brigadier of police 
in Sabiano, disappeared with their two 
children and much of his wife’s property, 
including her dowry of 6,000 lire and a 
quantity of jewelry and household ef- 
fects. In March last the woman received 
a letter from this country, saying that her 
husband had been killed in Newark, N. J., 
and asking her what should be done with 
the two children. She responded by com- 
ing over in person to look after them. 

On her arrival here the supposedly dead 
husband turned up very much &live, and 
went before the Special Inquiry Board at 
Ellis Island, where he and several of his 
friends testified that his wife had deserted 
him in Italy for another man, and that if 
allowed to land she was calculated to be- 
come a public charge. On this testimony 
the board ordered her deported. Mean- 
while a younger child, which accompanied 
her to this country, was taken sick and 
died in the Ellis Island Hospital. 

The woman appealed to Washington from 
the board's decision, but was unsuccessful. 
Finally she wrote a letter to Commissioner 
Williams relating facts in her case which 
had not been brought out before the board. 
The Commissioner became interested in the 
case and placed it in the hands of his coun- 
sel for investigation. Mr. Van Ingen found 
that the woman's story was true, and the 
investigation revealed the fact that the 
husband soon after his arrival in this coun- 
try had contracted another marriage in 
Newark, N. J., and is now living there with 
wife No. 2. 

These facts were placed before the Treas- 
ury authorities by the Commissioner, with 
the result that yesterday a special board 
was convened and the woman was released 
on the new evidence. Mr. Van Ingen has 
taken steps to secure the woman's property 
and children, and to have the husband 
prosecuted in New Jersey for bigamy. 

Her dowry of 6,000 lire is in the shape of 
Government certificates, made out in her 
own name, and the husband has not been 
able to negotiate them, so that Mr. Van 
Ingen hopes to get them back intact. The 
dowry is the outcome of a peculiar law in 
Italy. When a Brigadier of Police, which 


rank is equivalent to that of Roundsman 
here, marries his wife has to bring a dowry 
of that sum. This is taken by the Govern- 
ment and certificates issued for _ the 
amount in the wife’s name,‘but the hus- 
band enjoys the income from it so long as 
he is on the police force. 


THE RICHMANS UNDER BONDS. 


Couple Accused of Stealing a $25,000 
Necklace Furnish $5,000 Each 
and Are Released. 


WATERTOWN, N. Y., July 3.—Mr, and 
Mrs, L. L. Richman of New York, charged 
with grand larceny in having stolen a 
twenty-five-thousand-dollar necklace of 
diamonds and pearls and $427, the property 
of Mrs. Walter E. Delabarre, also of New 
York, from the veranda of the Crossmon 
House at Alexandria Bay Tuesday night, 
were arraigned before a Justice in that vil- 
lage last night. They waived examination 
and were brought to this city to-day to ap- 
pear before Supreme Court Justice Pardon 
C. Williams. Ball was fixed in the sum of 
$5,000 each. David W. Rockmore of New 
York appeared for the defendants. 

Mr. Rockmore was busily engaged this 
afiernoon in an effort to secure bail for his 
clients from local real estate dealers. His 
efforts did not meet with much success, 
however, and in the meantime Mr. and Mrs, 
Richman were at the Woodruff House in 
the custody of officers.

The Report that Baltimore Will Not Be 
Made a Wabash Terminus Ridi- 
culed in That City. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BALTIMORE, Md., July 3.—Officials of 
the Western Maryland Railroad and the 
Fuller-Gould syndicate to-day laughed at 
reports from New York that Baltimore 
would not be made an Eastern terminus of 
the Gould Wabash system. The fact that 
the syndicate may secure the Drum Point 
Road, a partly finished line ninety miles 
long, to Deep Tidewater, in Calvert Coun- 
ty, started the story that after paying 
$12,000,000 for the Western Maryland Road 
and its tidewater privileges, Baltimore was 
to be cut out. 

Edward Lauterbach of New York Is one 


of the two owners of the Drum Point, or Bal- 
timore and Southern Railroad. Frank Beid- 
ler of Baltimore, the other owner, has ad- 
mitted that negotiations with the Fuller 
syndicate are on. Fifty-eight miles of the 
road are graded. The company owns fifty 
acres of land on a front where the water 
is ninety feet deep. The capitalization is 
1,000,000. The road can be compieted for 
000,000, and offers great facilities for soft 
coal shipments. It can be positively stated, 
however, that the Gould system elevators 
and other terminals will be at Baltimore. 
The franchises of the Baltimore and 
Southern would be of great value to the 
Goulds for their contemplated extension to 
Washington. Congress has passed a bill 
authorizing the Columbia and Southern to 
construct to Washington. This is the 
Gould scheme. To come to Baltimore by 
the Western Maryland and then go all the 
way round to Drum Point would be too 
great an increase of haul excépt, perhaps, 
for through shipments of soft coal. The 
Goulds will use the Baltimore and South- 
ern’s privileges for an extension of their 
system to the National capital. Plans for 
Hb eras at Baltimore are nearly fin- 
shed. 


ILLINOIS CENTRAL’S DIVIDEND. 


Stock Bought on the Strength of a Re- 
ported Coming Increase to an 
8 Per Cent. Rate.

CHICAGO, July 3.—Prominent New York 
and Chicago interests assert that the divi- 
dend rate on Illinois Central stock will be 
increased from 6 to 8 per cent. Official 
verification is not practicable, but it is on 
this possible increase that the stock has 
been bought by some local houses. Two 
hundred is talked for the shares, but this 
price merely results from the belief in the 
8 per cent. dividend, since the price of 200 
would put the stock on a 4 per cent. basis 
of income. 

Most of the messages from New York to- 
day predicted the high price mentioned. 
The buying was considered good. Flower 


was ccnspicuous in taking the shares. The 
local people who were bullish on the stock 
belieVe in an increase in the dividend rate. 

As to Chicago and Eastern Illinois, a 
well-entertained theory is that there will 
be an increase in the capital. 


CHICAGO & N. W. IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Main Line Double Tracked as Far 
as Omaha, Neb. 


The Chicago and Northwestern announces 
the completion of its work of double track- 
ing the main line as far as Omaha. 

The completion of this double track to 
Omaha, the first double track between Chi- 


cago and the Missouri River, puts the road 
not only at the front as compared with the 
other Western roads, but in advance of 
many of the Eastern lines that traverse 
country where the population is much more 
dense. 

The double track to Omaha is part of the 
general plan on the part of the Northwest- 
ern, the Union Pacific, and the Southern 
Pacific to make the facilities for transpor- 
tation between Chicago and the Pacific 
Coast as ample as possible.

PARK LAW AGAINST FLAGS. 


Children Musn’t Unfurl the Stars and 
Stripes Near Driveways in Central 
Park—A Youngster’s Protest. 


Parents must be careful to see that their 
children do not carry the Stars and Stripes 
near the driveways in Central Park to-day, 
the Glorious Fourth. This is in accordance 
with an old law of the Park Commission- 
ers. Policemen who find children bearing 
the colors must force them to furl their 
flags. If they patriotically refuse they are 
to be taken with their nurses to the Arse- 
nal, there to repent of their crime. The 
children may, however, carry waving ban 
ners on any of the walks not near the drive- 
ways. This is through a lenient interpre 
tation of the rule prohibiting the carrying 
of flags or banners in the park without per-- 
mit. 

The Fourth of July being a holiday it will 
be impossible for the individual parents to 
obtain permits until the following day, 
when the fire crackers have all exploded, 
the spinning wheels have ceased their 
spinning, and the sticks of the rockets 
that soared heavenward are being gathered 
up together with the empty of 
extinct roman candles. 

A small boy, the son of an officer in the 
United States Army, who has seen hard 
service in Indian wars, the conflict with 
Spain, and the campaigning in the Philip- 
pines, dared yesterday to carry the flag 
through the Seventy-second Street entrance 
of Central Park, under the arbor, and 
across the driveway. He was seized some 
distance below on the walk parallel to the 
driveway by a policeman, who told him 
that he could not carry his banner in the 
park, that is not along the driveway, for it 
might frighten horses. 

The little fellow protested that there was 
no place where he could not carry the 
American flag. He insisted that the officer 
salute the flag. The policeman took the 
silk emblem from the youngster, wrapped 
it up carefully, and told the boy that this 
was the only way he could carry his flag 
along the driveway. The policeman was 
larger than the lad, and he had to obey, 
but he brought his little hand to a salute 
as the furled flag was handed back to him. 

As it happened the boy’s colored nurse 
felt as keénly as he did at the seeming in- 
justice of the policeman and berated him, 

“You have no right to touch dat flag 
that-a-way,” she said. ‘‘ Suah, his fathah’s 
fathah’s fathah fit and died foah that flag 
in two wahs against England, and the 
fambly carried dat flag into Mexico, and 


some of de family fit for it in the wah of 
emancipation, and his dad’s fightin’ for it 
now. I wish he was heah to chase you 
back to the ale country. Suah I does." 

The policeman tried to pacify the nurse. 
An automobile, with the noise of a volcano 
preparing to erupt, thundered by. One 
horse stood on his hind legs in terror, while 
another dashed madly down the driveway 
to be captured at the risk of his life by a 
gallant policeman on horseback. The flag- 
furling policeman hurried to the assistance 
of the driver of the plunging horse. When 
he returned to the walk the nurse resumed 
her scolding. 

“Them theah autdémobiles scahs hosses 
to def an’ you doan stop them, but you 
bothahs with a soldier’s son, an’ doan know 
you business.’’ 

With the small boy the nurse marched 
from park, and the youngster un- 
furled the flag on the sidewalk, where it 
did not frighten traffic from Central Park 
West. 

The boy’s mother called up the officials 
at the Arsenal and told them. of the in- 
dignity offered to the flag. She was po- 
litely told that the policeman had obeyed 
orders and was to be commended rather 


than blamed.

PANAMA CANAL INQUIRY. 


Government Official Will 
Paris to Examine Records There. 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—The work inci- 
dent to the carrying out of the provisions 
of the Spooner amendment to the Isthmian 
Canal bill will be prosecuted with the 
utmost expedition consistent with the na- 
ture and magnitude of the interests in- 
volved. Attorney General Knox has desig- 
nated Charles H. Russell, an assistant to 
the Attorney General, to go to Paris and 
make a critical and exhaustive examina- 
tion of the records in the case. Mr. Russell 
is exceptionally well equipped for the task. 
Under the direction of Mr. Knox, Mr. Rus- 
sell will apply to the French Court of Cas- 
sation to complete certain essential pro- 
ceedings, and will verify records and pro- 
ceedings in the case, of which the Attorney 
General now has reputed transcripts. 

The liquidation of the old canal company 


and the merger of its interests in the new 
one will receive Mr. Russell's careful scru- 
tiny. While it is thought that a perfect 
title to the Panama Canal property can be

The Governor Protests to President

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The Pritchard Bill Also Provides that 
Some Deserters Who Re-enlisted 
May Be Pensioned. 

Specia! to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—Among the bills 
rushed through in the closing hours of Con- 
gress was one introduced by Senator 
Pritchard of North Carolina providing that 
those Confederate veterans who enlisted 
and served in the Wederal Army prior to 
Jan. 1, 1865, shall be eligible to receive 
pensions from the United States Govern- 
-ment. When this matter was brought up 
before Commissioner of Pensions Evans 
several years ago he ruled that the men in 
this class were not pensionable. 

By the passage of this bill about $3,000,- 
000 in pensions will be disbursed in North 
Carolina and Tenessee. At the time of the 
war there were many Northern sympathiz- 
ers who were forced into the Confederate 
ranks, but who afterward deserted and 
joined the Union Army. 

There is another clause in the bill which 
is also likely to be far-reaching in its ef- 
fects. This clause provides that where a 


soldier has deserted from the United States 
Army and has subsequently re-enlisted and 


been granted an honorable discharge his 


former desertion shall not militate against 
his eligibility to receive a pension. By this 
clause a man may have deserted any num- 
ber of times, yet if he succeeds in getting 
into the service and out of it again with an 
honorable discharge the slate is wiped 
clean and he is eligible to be placed on the 
pension rolls. There were 107,000 desertions 
during the civil war, and it is estimated 
that this clause in Senator Pritchard's bill 
will add $1,000,000 yearly to the pension 
account. 


THE SENATOR BAILEY EPISODE. 


The Texan Has Nothing to Say About 
Judge Penfield’s Reply to 


His Attack. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 3.—Senator Bailey 
was in Washington to-day, and so was So- 
licitor Penfield of the State Department, 
who issued the statement yesterday severe- 
ly denouncing the Senator for attacking 
him in his speech in the Senate last Tues- 
day. The two men did not meet, and there 
was no communication between them by 
mail or messenger. 

Mr. Bailey having attempted to choke 
Mr. Beveridge because the latter said the 
Texan's attack on Judge Penfield was “ un- 
warranted,’ Washington people wondered 
what he would try to do to the man: who 
had accused him of deliberate falsification 
and in addition has remarked, ‘‘ Senator 
Bailey is one of those men who go about 
hurting for trouble, and this is simply one 
of his spasmodic displays of asininity in 
which he indulges at regular periods.” 

]t may be Mr. Bailey contemplates some 
act of violence against Judge Penfield, but 
if he goes he is not doing his thinking 
To all newspaper men who waited 
on him to-day with inquiries as to his in- 
tentions he was as dumb as an oyster. The 
suggestion ran about town this afternoon 
that Mr. Bailey might call upon Secretary 
Hay or the President to discipline the So- 
licitor. 

Some of Mr. Bailey's friends were re- 
ported as being extremely indignant that 
a department official should use such lan- 
guage as Judge Penfield employed in re- 
senting a Senator's criticism of his official 
acts. Judge Penfield said it was imma- 
terial to him what course Mr. Bailey pur-. 
sued. He had been unjustly assailed and 
had made his reply, and suggestions of 


personal violence and of discipline by his 
superior in office were not worrying him 
in the least. 

Some of the Judge’s friends rather regret 
that he did not make his reply to Mr. 
Bailey milder. They think he should not 
have accused Mr. Bailey of indulging in as- 
ininity at regular intervals. A State De- 
partment official commenting on this criti- 
cism made this statement: 

* Judge Penfield is a sick man. He was 
ill in bed when Bailey attacked him, suf- 
fering from some sort of nervous trouble.

ISLE OF PINES’S PLIGHT. 


People Practically Without Any 
Form of Government. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—The State De- 
partment is discussing with the Cuban 
Minister the treaty disposition of the Isle 
of Pines. In a petition laid before the de- 
partment by J. H. Keenan, the President 
of the Association of American Settlers in 
the island, it is stated that at present the 
need of action by this Government is im- 
perative. 

When the American troops were with- 
drawn from Cuba the people in the Isle 
of Pines were left without any form of 
government, and they are practically in a 
state of chaos as far as civil order is con- 
cerned. While the United States was re- 
sponsible for the Government of Cuba the 
island was governed by the authorities of 
the Province of Cienfuegos. For over a 
month they have had no Government ex- 
cept such as is exercised by the petty au- 
thorities of a little old Spanish town on 
the south coast of the island. The schools 
have been closed for want of revenue to 
continue them, and every other public func- 
tion has been abandoned. The civil affairs 
of the island are at a standstill. 

The Americans who have gone there have 
taken up over half of the island, and are 
prospering with their farming enterprises. 
They believe they have the finest cattle 
country in the world and are in every way 
satisfied with their prosperity. Now they 
want the United States to take up their 
political condition and give them the ma- 
chinery to govern themselves in order that 
they may have roads, schools, and other 
needed public institutions and works. 

When our forces withdrew from Cuba the 
Isle of Pines was left without connection 
with any customs district and at present 
the people are buying from Cienfuegos 
without paying any duties on their pur- 


chases. The imposition of tariff duties is 
one of the prerogatives of civil order which 
will be restored to them when the treaty is 
completed and ratified. The Isle of Pines 
people will, until the Senate reaches their 
case, next Winter, enjoy their peculiar 
‘No man’s land status.” 


RECIPROCITY WITH CUBA. 


Mr. Payne Predicts that It Will Be Ac- 
complished by Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—Chairman Payne 
of the House Committee on Ways and 
Means to-day conferred with President 
Roosevelt in regard to Cuban reciprocity. 
Upon leaving the executive quarters Mr. 
Payne said he was satisfied that reciprocity 
with Cuba would be effected at the next 
session of Congress with almost a unani- 
mous vote in both Houses.

PROPOSHLS RECARDING 
THE PHILIPPINE FRIARS 


Note Presented by the Taft Mis- 
sion to the Vatican. 


Price to be Paid for the Orders’ Lands 
to be Arbitrated— Nearly All the 
Friars to Leave the Islands. 


ROME, July 3.—Judge William H. Taft, 
Civil Governor of the Philippine Islands, 
to-day received a long cable message from 
United States Secretary of War Root, con- 
taining the War Department's final in- 
structions concerning the note relating to 
the disposition of the friars’ lands in the 
Philippines which was drawn up here on 
Tuesday. 

This afternoon Major Porter of the office 
of the Judge Advocate General of the Army 
personally delivered the note to Cardinal 
Rampolla, the Papal Secretary of State. 
Cardinal Rampolla conversed cordially with 
Major Porter at some length, expressing 
the hope that the negotiations would be 
concluded in time to allow Judge Taft to 
leave Rome on July 23. 

The Pope read the original note, which 
was immediately manifolded for the benefit 
of the Committee of Cardinals having 
charge of the matter. 

The note occupies fourteen typewritten 
pages. It begins by acknowledging the 
Vatican's note of June 21, and says Judge 
Taft is pleased that the Vatican approves 
of the sending to Rome of a representa- 
tive of the President with the object of 
arriving at a satisfactory agreement on the 
questions in dispute, and to see that the 
general views of the Vatican are in har- 
mony with the views of Secretary Root, 
although on one of the important ques- 
tions, namely, that of the religious orders, 
there appears to be a difference regarding 
the methods to be adopted in order to re- 
move the admitted difficulty. 

Answering the Vatican's note proposing 
to have the new Apostolic Delegate at 
Manila settle the question of the religious 
orders, Judge Taft says: 

“Thus would be lost the advantage ex- 
pected from a direct contract clearly de- 
termining the principal lines upon which 
co-operation between the State and Church 
may be assured.” 

The note proposes: : 

The purchase of the land of the Dom- 
inicans and Augustinians, at a price to be 
determined upon by five arbitrators, two to 
be chosen by the United States, two by the 
Vatican, and one by a neutral, say the 
Viceroy of India. , 

The arbitrators to meet in Manila not 
later than Jan. 1, 1903, examine witnesses, 
and visit the land. 

The judgment of the majority to be ac- 
cepted. 

The price to be paid in Mexican dollars, 
one-third immediately, a third in nine 
months, and a third in eighteen months, 
with interest at 4% per cent. 

Payment is to be made to a person chosen 
by the Vatican. 

The former Spanish crown lands now in 
possession of the American Government 
on which there are ecclesiastical buildings 
to be handed over to an ecclesiastical of- 
ficial appointed by the Vatican. 

The ordinary courts to decide concerning 


the land retained by the Church, but 
claimed by the municipalities. 

It is hoped that when an Apostolic Del- 
egate competent to represent the Holy See 
is sent to the Philippines he will be able 
to decide which property used for chari- 
table or educational institutions belongs 
to the Church and which to the State. 

Cases of disagreement shall be submitted 
to the arbitration of the same arbitrators, 
who shall also decide the San José founda- 
tion case, now pending before the Supreme 
Court of the Philippines. 

The United States to pay an indemnity 
for the buildings used by American troops, 
but nothing to be paid until the title deeds 
are in the hands of the Philippine Govern- 
ment. 

All friars of the four orders shall with- 
draw, A small number are to continue 
during two years from the first payment to 
look after the schools and universities, but 
all of them must go, half in the course of 
nine months from the first p nw ment and 
half eighteen months later. his does not 
apply, however, to the few friars who have 
not raised the hostility of the natives, and 
who remained in their parishes after the 
revolution of 1898 till now, except those in 
Manila. 

No Spanish friars may be substituted 
for those withdrawn. The churches, schools, 
and universities may be directed by Span- 
ish clergy or members of orders other than 
those withdrawn, or by clergy of the same 
orders who are not Spanish. It is, the note 
says, necessary to convince the Filipinos- 
that the ancient régime of the Spanish 
friars is finished. 

The note reminds the Vatican that the 
orders still publish a paper in Manila, which 
is anti-American and anti-Philippine, but 
pro-Spanish, and that the orders possess 
property in Manila to the value of nearly 
3,000, Mexican dollars, while that of the 
Catholic Church is only valued at 3,500,000 
Mexican dollars. This is very significant, 
it is stated, as the orders have also a large 
capital out at interest, besides the land 
which it is now proposed that the Govern- 
ment shall purchase. 

To reach the desired object, it is de- 
clared, the best thing is to get 3 any 
member without distinction of nationality 
of the four withdrawing orders from being 
sent to the islands. Nothing will so calm 
the people and produce harmony between 
the Church and Government as the cer- 
tainty given by contract that the friars 
shall leave the islands at a fixed date, not 
return, and not exer¢ise any influence from 
Manila over the priests in the parishes. In 
view of these facts it is hoped that the 
Vatican will accept the Ne gr eae 

The note ends by calling the attention 
of the Vatican to the clause regarding re- 
ligious teaching in the public schools, say- 
ing that Judge Taft's instructions prevent 
further discussion of the matter. he at- 
tention of Cardinal Rampolla is called to 
the sixteenth section of the general law for 
Philippine schools, a copy of which {is in- 
closed. 

The note is accompanied by the kind of 
contract which Judge Taft proposes shall 
be signed. 


GOV. TAFT PRAISES MR. ROOT. 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—Gov. Taft's esti- 
mate of the work accomplished in the Phil- 
ippines by Secretary Root is set forth in 
the following personal telegram from Gov. 
Taft: 

“Secretary of War, Washington: 

“ Referring to telegram from your office 
of 2d inst., congratulate you on accomplish- 
ment of most important step in your great 
work of constructing satisfactory civil 
government in the Philippine Islands. 
None but those acting under you can fully 
know the debt the country owes you, for 
the courage and original constructive 
genius involved in drafting instructions of 
April, 1900, and forming civil government 
without a precedent under President’s un- 
defined authority as military Commander 
in Chief, almost within the sphere of. war, 


which should furnish convincing proof to 
Filipinos of benefit of general peace under 
American sovereignty, or can realize the 
success of your plans in actual peace, and 
the vindication of them in the ratification 
of Philippine Government act.”

RIOTOUS STRIKERS JAILED. 


Eight Men Caught Stoning the Police

PATERSON, N. J., July 3.—EHight Italians 
were arrested to-day for stoning the police 
on duty at Auger & Simon's dye house. 
The men are said to be striking dyers’ 
helpers. When taken to police headquar- 
ters they said they were Paul Nunginto, 
Resnow Eugenio, Anto Sennello, Frank 
Springman, John Troll, Jacob Troll, Charles 
Delvio, and Clarence Chiarolong. They 
were taken before Recorder Senior, who 
sent them to jail for ten days.

‘and wound up with a volley of stones. The 
police made a charge, captured the eight 
men, and dispersed the others. 


STRIKE AT SHOE FACTORIES. 


Hands at Four Establishments at Bur- 
lington, N. J., Turn Out. 
BURLINGTON, N. J., July 3.—Four of 


the seven shoe factories of this place were 
rendered idle to-day by a strike of em- 


ployes which is expected to extend to the’ 


remaining three establishments. The plants 
affected are those of the Budd Baby Shoe 
Company, R. T. Wood & Co., the Standard 
Shoe Company, and the Bastian Shoe Com- 
pany. The seven factorfes employ more 
than 1,500 men and women, and of this 
number about 700 are on strike. 

The strike is the result of a notice postec 
in all the factories announcing that when 
the works reopen next Monday after the 
holidays none but non-union hands will be 
employed. The strikers say that in recent 


years their wages have been grepees re- 
duced until now they are receiving per 
cent. less than they did ten years ago. They 
formed a union for_the eo of securing 
better conditions, but have made no de- 
mands on the manufacturers. 


Iron Molders Get Shorter Days. 


The organized iron. molders of this city 
and vicinity reported yesterday that they 
had gained a peaceful victory, 2,200 of their 
number having been granted the nine-hour 
workday without a strike. This was the 
result of arbitration proceedings between 


representatives of the union and of the 
National Foundrymen’s Association held in 
‘this city about three months ago. 


FOR 3-CENT CHILDREN’S FARES. 


A Chicago Alderman Starts a Crusade 
on Railway Lines with Eleven- 
Year-Old Daughter.

CHICAGO, July 3.—Alderman Race and 
his eleven-year-old daughter Mabel have 
begun a crusade to secure three-cent fares 
for children on street cars. They began this 
morning riding on various west side lines, 
the girl profferirg 3 cents as her fare. In 
two cases this amount was accepted, under 
protest, by the conducters when Mabel told 
them that this sum was all that was due 
the company from a girl of her age.

ST. LAWRENCE 
POWER PLANT SOLD 


Bid In for Reorganization Commit- 
tee for $500,000. 


More Than $10,000,000 Have Been Ex- 
pended by the Company at Massena, 
N. Y.—English Stockholders. 


Special to The New York Times. 


UTICA, N. Y., July 3.—The St. Lawrence 
power plant at Massena, N. Y., was sold 
this afternoon at Massena by Referee 
Lynch under foreclosure proceedings be- 
gun by the first mortgage bondholders. The 
plant was bid in by Mark T. Cox of New 
York, representing the Reorganization Com- 
mittee of the first and second mortgage 
bondholders, for $500,000. 

More than $10,000,000 have been expended 
in the Massena power scheme, and it is 
understood that English capitalists are the 
heaviest losers by the failure. All the 
capital stock was taken by Englishmen, and 
pragtically all the first and second mort- 
gage bonds were sold to English specula- 
tors. The failure of the project was prin- 
cipally due to a lack of field in which to 
dispose of the company’s product, it is be- 
lieved. 

The village is located on the Grasse River 
about three miles south of the St. Law- 
rence, the outlet of the great lakes. Just 
south of the confluence of the St. Law- 
rence and the Grasse River are the Long 
Sault Rapids, one of the most dangerous 


spots to the navigators of the St. Lawrence 


River. 

Albon Man of New York, Henry H. War- 
ren, Charles R. Higgins and M. H. Fla- 
herty of Massena, and Charles A. Kellogg 
of Ogdensburg were the original promoters 
of the power project. In 1896.a charter 
was secured to dig a canal there and one- 
half miles long to connect the St. Law- 
rence River, above the Long Sault, with 
the Grasse River at Massena. About 2,000 
acres of land along the proposed channel 
were secured. Meanwhile the original rpro- 
moters had sold out their rights to an 
English promoter named Moreing. The St. 
Lawrence Power Company was formed, 
with a capital stock of $6,000,000. Charles 
C. Macrae, the President of the Railway 
Share Trust and Deposit Company of Lon- 
don, was made the President of the com- 
pany. The contract for digging the big 
drainage canal was awarded to the Lehigh 
Construction Company of South Bethlehem, 
Penn., and on Aug. 11, 1897 the job was 
begun. 

The waters of the St. Lawrence were 
diverted just above the Long Sault. Then 
a canal, 31-10 miles long, 187% feet wide, 
having a depth of 25 feet, was dug. From 
the canal to the Grasse River there was 
a@ fall of. 45 feet, and it was figured that 
the power of the falling water was suffi- 
cient to drive turbines, which in turn would 
drive dynamos, generating electricity from 
100,000 to 150,000 horse power. <A power 


building 526 feet long and 65 feet wide was 


built. 
The $6,000,000 were soon spent. be 
s- 


$3,000, first mortgage bonds were 
sued and $1,500,000 second mortgage bonds. 
Two millions of the first mortgage bonds 
and $1,250,000 of the second mortgage bonds 
were taken by the English people. The 
lant was completed after $10,500,000 had 
een spent. When the interest on the first 
mortgage bonds became due on July 1, 
1901, there was no money to pay the in- 
terest charges.

New York Dealers. Send Rather Large 


Lists of Holdings to Health 
Department. 


In spite of the prosecutions of violators 
of the soft-coal ordinance by the Depart- 
ment of Health, there were large deliveries 
of soft coal at down-town office buildings 
yesterday. The Superintendents of some of 
these buildings said that it was intended 
to mix the soft coal with anthracite so as 
to lessen the smoke nuisance, and they wil, 
if summoned tq court, they say, show that 
they were doing their best to burn as little 
soft coal as possible. 

A number of new cases against violators 
of the soft-coal ordinance were called yes- 
terday in the Seventh Municipal Court, 
and dates were fixed for the hearing of the 
various cases. In the meantime new cases 
are being prepared which will be called 
next week. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Steele, 
who has charge of the cases, says that in 
each case where it is shown that hard coal 
can be procured the law will go into effect. 
He believes that there is still hard coal 
in and around New York in large enough 
quantities to run the business of the city 
for weeks to come if people are willing to 
pay for it. 

It was stated yesterday by a representa- 


tive of H. L. Herbert & Co., coal agents 
for the Manhattan Railway Company, that 
enough hard coal is in sight to last for 
several weeks. Nearly all the coal bought 
ego non | from the company has been held 
by dealers outside of New York. ‘ We are 
buying it in quantities of from 50 to 200 
tons wherever we can get it,’’ he said. ‘‘ We 
have now enough coal ahead to last us 


some weeks.”

~ YACHT TECUMSEH CHOSEN 


Challenger for Seawanhaka Cup 
Named by Bridgeport Y. C. 


WON FIVE OF TEN RACES 


Committee Decided on Western-Built 
Boat After Exhaustive Considera- 
_ tion of All Her Points, 


Special to The New York Times. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., July 3.—The 
Bridgeport Yacht Club to-night decided on 
Jones and Labord’s yacht Tecumseh as 
challenger to go to Canada to sail for the 
Seawanhaka Cup. This selection was made 
by the club after full trial of the yachts 
that competed for the honor of challenging, 
the last race of the trials being sailed to- 
day, when Tecumseh again was winner. 

The committee empowered to designate 
the challenger considered all the trial races 
and found that Tecumseh had won five of 
the ten races, against three victories in the 
entire series for Massasoit, her nearest 
competitor. An average of time also was 
made, this showing that Tecumseh’s av- 
erage ?elapsed time through the series of 
trials was 8 hours 54 minutes and 24 sec- 
onds, while the average for Massasoit was 
8 hours and 3 minutes. The announced de- 
cision of the committee in selecting Te- 
cumseh was that this boat had been found 
euperior in all ways. 

The trials to-day consisted of two tri- 
angular races and two races to windward 
and return. The Tecumseh won the two tri- 
angular races and the Crusader and the 
Seeress won one each of the windward and 
leeward races. 

The first race was sailed in a strong to 
moderate air. The second was light to 
strong. The third was strong throughout 
with a squall in the middle, and the last 
Was moderate to light. The wind was 
southwest by west in the first two and 
hauled to west by south for the last two. 

A triangular course was laid out one and 
one-third miles to each leg, southeast by 
east, southwest by west, and north. The 
warning gun for the first race was fired at 
1 o'clock, and the yachts were sent away at 
1:10; going over the line on the starboard 
tack. The order of the start was Fronte- 
nac, Massasoit, Crusader, Tecumseh, Fill- 
buster, Monsoon, Nutmeg, and Seeress. 

The Filibuster. was in the windward posi- 
tion and hauled close to the stern of the 
judge's boat. The Monsoon was behind and 
tried to squeeze in, and as a result they 
came: together. The Tecumseh, the Cru- 
sader, and Massasoit went up ahead and 
the Tecumseh turned the first mark in the 
lead. All took the port tack well in shore 
after hauling on the wind, the Crusader in 
the lead, the Tecumseh to windward, and 
the Massasoit third boat to‘leeward. 

The Massasoit was first to tack, fol- 
owed by the Crusader. The Tecumseh 
stood on and tacked to windward. ‘The 
breeze:now began to lighten and the Te- 
cumseh gained. She passed the Crusader 
and turned the windward mark at 1:39:53. 
The Crusader turned at 1:40:10, and the 
Massasoit at 1:41:23. As the judge's boat 
remained at the starting line no other 
times could be obtained. The Tecumseh 
held her lead on the run to-the finish line, 
crossing 26 seconds ahead. 

They were sent away on the-second race 
at 3:25, the order of starting being: Nut- 
meg, Filibuster, Crusader, Tecumseh, Seer- 
ess, Frontenac, Massasoit, and Monsoon. 
The Crusader was to windward and com- 
menced to go ahead. The wind was very 
light and they «were all moving slowly. The 
‘Tecumseh was in a pocket, but she pulled 


out and led to the first mark. The order of 
turning was: Tecumseh, Crusader, Massa- 
soit, libuster, Seeress, Nutmeg, -Monsoon,, 
and Frontenac. 

The Seeress and the Nutmeg turned to- 
gether. All split tacks after rounding, and, 
as the wind hauled to the westward, the 
Massasoit and the Tecumseh stood outside. 
When they met the Crusader on split tacks 
the Crusader crossed the Massasoit and 
was forced by the Tecumseh to tack. The 
Tecumseh pulled through the Crusader's 
lee and tacked on her weather. The Massa- 
soit-stood in shore and, coming out, crossed 
both. The Seeress also crossed both. 

The breeze now had freshened noticeably, 
and whitecaps commenced to appear. For 
all this every crew was a high on 
the weather side. The Tecumseh began 
to do some tall sailing, and the best race 
of the series followed. The Tecumseh 
went up on the Massasoit and turned the 
mark just inside of her. The shift of 
wind made the last leg a reach, and the 
Tecumseh here increased her lead to the 

ish. They made the leg at the rate of 
about ten knots. 

The third race was started at 4 o'clock, 
two milles to leeward and return, with the 
wind west by south. They went over the 
line well bunched, the Massasoit first, then 
Filibuster, Nutmeg, Tecumseh, Seeress, and 
Crusader. The Monsoon dropped out at 
the finish of the second race, and went 
fin to the float. Ali set spinnakers after 
crossing the line, and they commenced to 
spread out. The Crusader pulled out in

The order of turning the leeward mark 
was: Crusader, Filibuster, Massasoit, Nut- 
meg, Frontenac, Tecumseh, and Seeress.

She finished with a lead of 37 
seconds. ‘The judges then sent them over 
the windward and leeward course for the 
second time at 5:20.

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*" THE PRESIDENT’S MISTAKE. 

President Rooseve.t’s chief of 
Judgment has been his decision not to 
pursue the policy of President McKIN- 
LEY, announced in his speech at Buffalo: 


The period of exclusiveness 1s passed. 
The expansion of our trade and commerce 
is the pressing problem. Commercial wars 
are unprofitable. A policy of good-will 
and friendly trade relations will prevent 
reprisals. eciprocity treaties are in har- 
mony with the spirit of the times; meas- 
ures of retaliation are not. 

If, perchance, some of our tariffs are no 
one needed for revenue or to encourage 
and protect our industries at home, why 
Should they not be employed to extend and 
promote our markets abroad? 


Had President RooseveLT announced 
that he should be guided by these words 
of wisdom and make the course they in- 
dicated his own, reciprocity with Cuba 
would have become a part of his gen- 
eral policy. The greater includes the 
less. He was not guided by the words of 
McKinitey; he had small faith in the 
wisdom of the policy of reciprocity as a 
means to trade extension. He regretted 
that his predecessor had gone so far. 

At the end of the session of Congress 
le finds that he himself has not. gone 
forward at all. He has not even secured 
the passage of the Cuban Reciprocity 
bill. He is defeated, his party is divided, 
and the country is angry. It was in vain 
for him to urge upon Congress the ob- 
ligation to give relief to Cuba when his 
friends in the Senate stood solidly op- 
vyposed to any general re-examination of 
the party’s tariff policy and feared that 
the petty exception in favor of Cuba 
might prove to be the beginning of an 
assault upon the Dingley duties. 

His party could not have been put in 
any Worse predicament than it is in now 
by the use of his influence in support of 
the policy marked out by Mr. McKINLEy. 
It would have been in a better position 
before the people next Fall. The Repub- 
licans must now enter the Congressional 
contest upon their disgraceful record of 
having refused relief to Cuba rather 
than diminish the protection of a tariff- 
sheltered trust.

ig MINE COAL. 

A correspondent in the anthracite dis- 
trict sends us a letter to the following 
effect: “‘ Regarding your editorial in Sat- 
urday’s issue entitled ‘Mine Coal,’ per- 
mit me to say that the operators are not 
moral cowards, neither are they trifling 
with the public interest. But they know 
that the State of Pennsylvania has a 
law which says that no man shall mine 
coal who has not had two years’ ex- 
perience and who cannot show a certifi- 
cate from a county Board of Examiners 
to that effect. This, you see, explains 
fully why new miners cannot be ob- 
tained, as was done in former years, and 
why orders from the operators to resume 
would be useless.”

The object of this law was obviously to 
place an obstacle in the way of the im- 
portation of immigrants for the purpose 
of breaking strikes. That it now forbids 
the bringing into the anthracite district 
of thousands of superfluous operatives is 
@ cause for congratulation: That it 
stands in the way of a resumption of 
coal mining by the operators we do not 
believe. There are thousands of men 
who have qualified for registration by 
working more than two years. under- 
ground as laborers and helpers who 
would be extremely glad to change places 
with their arrogant bosses, the miners, 
and get chambers. The Miners’ Examin- 
ing Boards could not legally refuse cer- 
tificates to such as are qualified for 
them, and should they do so they could 
be constrained by mandamus. Their 
function is purely ministerial, and they 
can neither refuse to perform it nor per- 
form it unjustly without incurring lia- 
bility for contempt of court. It would 
not take the operators many days to 
make it clear to the examiners that they 
are not in office to further a strike, and 
that to stand between a competent ap 
plicant for a miner's certificate and his 
rights under the law waquld be extremely 
dangerous, and call for the repeal of the 
act in question at the earliest possible 


moment. 

Furthermore, if half that the operators 
give out for publication ag to the appli- 
of their miners for re-employ- 
ment is true, an announcement of re- 
the near future would cause 
a stampede. For example, the Lacka- 
wanna management issued a statement 
on Wednesday to the effect that in its 
Wyoming division enough certified min- 
ers have asked for work to run any one 
From this it may be 
assumed that the number desirous of 
returning to work, but who have not 
applied, seeing no advantage in doing so 
in the present attitude of the operators, 
is enough to run several collieries. We 
can only repeat what we have already 
said, that continued inaction on the part 
of the operators is indicative of moral 
cowardice or shows that they are delib- 
erately trifling with the public interest. 
The certification law does not stand in 
the way, and if the Boards of Exam- 
iners do they can be dealt with in sum- 
mary and instructive fashion. The en- 
forcement of the law is part of their 
duty, and they woujd have no status in 
court as prosecutors if open to the charge 
of exceeding their powers or exercising 
them under the direction of the labor 
leaders.

CALLING A HALT IN OHIO. 

After a revel of special legislation in 
Ohio extending over. several years, and 
embracing about all the cities in the 
State, the courts have at last intervened 
and brought all the schemes to grief. 

The experience of Ohio was much the 
same as that of this State previous to 
the latest revision of the Constitution. 
It is true that the Constitution of Ohio, 
like that of New York, required the legis- 
lation to provide for the organization of 
cities and incorporated villages by gen- 
eral laws, and forbade the passing of 
special laws conferring corporate pow- 
ers. But the politicians of the Legislat- 
ure thought that they had got around 
that provision by creating numerous 
classes of cities and grades within the 
classes, to the number of some fifty. In 
these classes it happened that there were 
frequently only one or two cities. 

The Supreme Court has just decided 
in the case of Cleveland that a classifi- 
cation of this sort was an evasion of the 
Constitution, and therefore void. The 
result is that the entire City Govern- 
ment of Cleveland is without authority, 
so soon as the decree of the court is en- 
forced. To avoid the chaos that would 
ensue from this condition of things, the 
court has granted a stay of proceedings 
until the Ist of October, to allow the 
Legislature time in extra session to cre- 
ate a new City Government that will be 
in harmony with the requirements of the 
Constitution. A similar decision, but not 
so sweeping, is rendered in the case of 
the police force of Toledo. The law 
creating this department, which is en- 
tirely unlike any other in the State, is 
declared void as conferring corporate 
powers by special act, 

It is quite natural that Mr. Tom Jonn- 
son, the Mayor of Cleveland, should take 
the view that this decision of the courts 
is due to the influence of Mr. Hanna. 
Of this there is not a particle of evidence, 
and it is plain enough to any intelligent 
reader of the decision of the court that 
there is good ground for it in the lan- 
guage of the Constitution and in the 
facts as described. The effect on the 
Municipal Governments of Ohio is likely 
to be salutary. Special legislation is the 
prolific parent of mischief always and 
everywhere, because it lends itself to 
jobbery and to deals, and responsibility 
as to it is almost impossible to enforce. 
Only the traffickers in offices and in 
privileges will suffer from its being 
checked. 


AN EXPLANATION FOR WASHINGTON. 

A few days ago we directed attention 
to what seemed to be a remarKable if not 
revolting, proposition by Senator ALLI- 
son, to punish by fine or imprisonment, 
or both, the buying or selling of appoint- 
ments or promotions under the Govern- 
ment of the District of Columbia. The 
effort, which was successful, did. not 
strike us offensively because it manifest- 
ly was intended to make dangerous fur- 
ther traffic in District offices. Its re- 
voltingness lay in its suggestion. that ap- 
pointment and advancement had been 
possible and had been practiced under a 
form of municipal government that has 


.for universal laws. 


ceedings touching the proposition by 
Senator ALLIson to rebuke the sale of 
appointments or promotions by a fine of 
$1,000 or a year’s jailing, or both. Be- 
fore the bill in which theiproposed pen- 
alties were carried couldibe completed, 
and at the suggestion of'the Commis- 
sioners of the District of Columbia, the 
amendment that declared the penalties 
was so modified as to apply only to of- 
fenses of the sort described ‘“ hereafter” 
to be committed and discovered. To ac- 
count for the original proposition and, 
the strange modification of it, an “ of- 
ficial statement’ was issued, in which 
the public is asked to believe that only 
in “one or two case®” had employment 
in the District service, or promotion after 
employment, been made possible by the 
use of money, and that “in the present 
state of the law" such offenses could 
not be punished by prosecution if discov- 
ered. 

If this wene manifestly not a statement 
intended to allay concern naturally pro- 
voked by the request of the District 
Commissioners to be clothed with power 
to punish gross offenses agaigst decent 
government methods, it would be Jaugh- 
able. If any of our Tammany people 
should offer such an “innocent” expla- 
nation it would condemn them off-hand, 
even by the dullest of tribesmen, to per- 
manent exclusion from public life and 
its opportunities for gain. We must as- 
sume that in their desire to put the best 
face possible upon revelations of the 
force and effect of which they had not 
reflected the District Commissioners 
have unwittingly promoted suspicion by 
admitting too little knowledge and con- 
fessing too much weakness. 

The District of Columbia Commission- 
¢rs may be assumed to be better advised 
as to the conditions and needs of the 
Washington Government than any out- 
sider whose curiosity and amazement 
have been provoked by the effort to pro- 
vide law that shall not be retroactive to 
punish office brokerage. But a crime 
that deserves a fine of $1,000 or impris- 
onment for a year is a serious one. Leg- 
islation against it might be provided in- 
stantly to guard against its perpetration, 
but from our acquaintance with the con- 
servative temperament of Senator ALLI- 
SON We may be excused for regarding as 
improbable such precipitate action if 
based upon nothing more than “intima- 
tions” that offices and promotions had 
been bought and sold. 

But where does the “ explanation” for 
the Commissioners put that triumvirate 
in their own estimation? If they have 
not excited and justified, by their re- 
quest for severe punitive legislation, the 
distrust they have created, certainly by 
their later request to limit punishment 
to future offenses, they have displayed 
weakness in administrative ability, a 
possible dread to boldly grapple and deal 
with a repulsive job. They may not be 
able to fine or imprison persons in the 
District service who have bought their 
way in or up, but they certainly can 
dismiss such scamps, And if the Com- 
missioners were wise in asking for the 
legislation they seem to have obtained 
go swiftly they may gain great credit for 
justice and strength by quickly making 
examples of those offenders who are re- 
sponsible for the cloud that has appeared 
over a shield hitherto radiant as a sym- 
bol of municipal perfection. 


THE ETERNAL FEMININE, 


Having occasion to shoot Mr. HELMER 
the other day, Miss Cora Wirts of 
Oneida lodged the bullet in the left hip 
of Mr. Leropotp MyYERs. Undoubtedly 
MYERS was guilty of contributory neg- 
ligence. Seeing his great danger, he 
should have taken shelter in front of 
HELMER or fled to one of the adjoining 
counties. In the confusion ensuing upon 
the unintended wounding of Mymrs the 
revolver was discharged a second time, 
and then, of course, H=LMER fell dead. 
Miss Wirrts is only seventeen years old, 
but her shooting abounds with all the 
large possibilities of mature woman- 
hood.

Most men would pre- 
fer to confront one woman with a 
pistol rather than ten women with ques- 
tions. Mr. Root may have all the white- 
souled candor of an angel or all the 
foxiness of the reynard tribe. In either 
case he could not have come off with 
credit from his encounter with the 
women’s clubs. Probably he did not 
expect to come off with credit. 

Mr. Root was asked by one of the 
ladies if he came to the meeting in a 
cab. No, he replied, he came in a street 
car and had plenty of room—a statement 
which was received with frank incre- 
dulity. Asked if his corporation ran as 
many cars on the Columbus line at 2 
o'clock, when the women use them, as at 
6 o'clock, he replied that not so many 
cars were run, but they ran enough to 
carry the traffic at that time of the day. 
“No; you don’t!” they all shouted at 
once. .

occasion found a Columbus Avenue car 
at the hour named already crowded and 
unable to receive another passenger, she 
would unhesitatingly affirm that it was 
always and eternally impossible to find.

One of the club members, expressing 
the opinion that the public is getting 
impatient, remarked that “ there’s going 
to be an awful row before long.”

And it is not over, for a 
delegation of club women igs to call at 
his office for further discussion.

; PIGS IN CLOVER. 

A few years ago a very popular game 
was introduced to paretics and others 
having a taste for such things, which 
consisted in a board provided with bar- 
riers and certain evasive globules of 
mercury—the puzzle being to group these 
globules in a common pocket into which 
they had no idea of going. Something 
very like this was seen on Broadway the 
other evening, which amused the by- 
standers hugely, though it must have 
sorely taxed the patience of the police- 
man who essayed to play it. 

Two women engaged in an altercation 
which culminated in a sensational breach 
of the peace. Bonnets were pulled off 
and trampled upon and more or less in- 
jury inflicted upon garments not in any 
respect suited to the strenuous exertions 
of the prize ring. The cauge of the dis- 
turbance was, naturally, a man. After 
it had made satisfactory progress a po- 
liceman appeared, and at once proceeded 
to assert the dignity of the law by ar- 
resting the participants—both “women 
and the man. Then his troubles began. 
One of the women fainted, giving the 
other an opportunity to run away, of 
which she promptly availed herself. She 
sought retirement in a convenient door- 
way and modestly withdrew from ob- 
servation. As her presence in court was 
deemed essential to a clear understand- 
ing of the facts by the cadi or other 
magistrate of competent jurisdiction, the 
policeman pursued and recaptured her, 
leading her back to the scene of the re- 
cent conflict. The other woman needing 
attention, the gallant policeman minis- 
tered to her needs as well as he was 
able, and while thus engaged the first 
woman again took flight and ran like a 
deer up Broadway. She was pursued, 
overtaken, and brought back, but mean- 
while the other woman and the man, 
finding themselves temporarily at lib- 
erty to follow the bent of their inclina- 
tions, jumped into a convenient cab and 
were whisked away to welcome oblivion. 
The woman who had twice escaped was 
taken forthwith to the precinct head- 
quarters, but as there was no complaint 
nor other version of.the incident than 
her ex-parte statement, she was prompt- 
ly released and at once faded into in- 
visibility. 

To discharge his duty in such circum- 


stances a policeman would need the

Preparatory. schools in America are of 
two kinds. In one kind the boys are di- 
vided into small residential communities or 
* houses,” over each of which a master 
presides, like the father of a patriarchal 
family. The purpose of this house system 
is to make every boy a member of a small, 
wellspring and repository of this local 
pride—athletic, mental, and moral. ‘The 
well spring and repository of this Iccal 
spirit is the house master, a teacher in the 
school, who makes it his business to know 
his boys and to deserve their respect. 
When the house system prevails the boys 
are more than likely to be square with their 
masters, even to be fond of them. They 
would. be scarcely more likely to bvheat 
them than to cheat their pals. At Andover 
and Exeter the idea is to let every boy 
shift for himself. No doubt the system 
breeds independence and self-reliance; but 
it is not calculated to bring students and 
masters into any bonds of intimate sym- 
pathy. Psychologically man is scarcely 
further rempved from the ape than an adult 
is removed from a prep. schoolboy. Where 
the boy is allowed to range loose and free 
he instinctively comes to regard the master 
as belonging to a different moral world. 
To cheat him is a triumph, an achievement 
of glorious note. Our guess is that in a 
school in which twenty-two out of thirty 
cheat there is a grave lack of sympathy 
and understanding between teachers and 
taught.

——Another of those dear, cherished il- 
lusions has vanished. No matter how great 
the provocation or how small the rod, it 
now appears, a husband has no right to 
beat his wife. Here is what Judge AUDEN- 
RIED of Common Pleas Court No. 4 had to 
say on the subject to The Philadelphia 
North American: ‘In former times it was 
adjudged that a husband had the right to 
whip his wife, so long as he used a stick 
or a whig that was not thicker than his 
finger. That presumption is dead because 
the reasons for the presumption are dead. 
At that time the husband was held to be 
responsible for his wife’s torts and debts. 
He was also held to be responsible for 
acts of larceny or assault where those acts 
were committed in his presence, and the 
theory of the law was that, holding such 
responsibility, the husband had the right 
of correction. Possibly it was the custom 
of the day for husbands to beat their wives, 
and custom makes the common law. It is 
not the custom to-day, and therefore that 
theory. of law is dead.’ But while the 
Judge would not allow even the most rea- 
sonable degree of wife beating, he is equally 
stern against publicly whipping the hus- 
band who has beaten his wife, as is done in 
Delaware, alleging that it is calculated 
only to degrade the husband further and 
cut him off from all hope of becoming a re- 
spected member of society. ‘‘I do not be- 
lieve that the decrease in the cases of wife 
beating in Delaware is due to the use of the 
whipping post. I incline to the belief that 
it is the horror of the punishment that 
deters the women from bringing their hus- 
bands into court.” Verily times are 
changed. Yet even though the thumb-thick 
rod and the public whipping post are ta- 
booed, life has one compensation. There is 
still the notable game of ping-pong. To 
beat one’s wife at golf or at tennis is 
good, but even here the element of mascu- 
line strength makes the chastisement al- 
most as degrading as that of the thumb- 
thick rod. Those who beat their wives with 
ping-pong triumph by sheer skill and ad- 
dress, qualities in which the sexes are sup- 
posedly equal. The game makes no great 
noise. It does not wake up the neighbors. 
But it leaves the victim crushed.

BRITISH FOREIGN POLICY 


The Government Severely Criti- 
cised in the Commons. 


REPLY BY LORD CRANBORNE 


He Says the British and French Foreign 
Offices Are Trying to Settle the 
Treaty Shore Question. 


LONDON, July 4.~When the vote for the 
Foreign Office came up in the House of 
Commons yesterday afternoon the Govern- 
ment’s foreign policy received considerable 
criticism. 

Sir Charles Dtlke (Liberal) said he 
wanted to know if there had been any real 
negotiations with France looking to the set- 
tlement of the French Shore (Newfound- 
land) dispute, and he further declared that 
British recognition of French rights to the 
Hinterland of Tripoli endangered the tra- 
ditional friendship of Great Britain and 
Italy. The new arrangements between 
France and Italy, he further asserted, had 
entirély upset the British situation in the 
Mediterranean and Eastern Europe. They 
had been made in order to put the screws 
on Great Britain. The feebleness of the 
Government's policy in China showed the 
absence of a presiding mind. 

Sir Charles also referred to the hostility 
to Russia involved in the Japanese al- 
liance, and he said that a clear definition 
of the respective interests of Great Britain 
and Russia could possibly be secured by 
some sort of an arrangement with the Czar 
himself. 

Continuing, Sir Charles asked if there was 
any secret understanding with Germany re- 
garding her access to the Persian Gulf. 

Sir Charles, who urged the fostering of 
friendship with France, concluded by mov- 
ing a reduction of the salary of the Foreign 
Secretary, Lord Lansdowne. 

*Thomas Gibson Bowles (Conservative) 
seconded the motion. He said he regretted 
the subserviency of the Foreign Office to 
Germany, declaring that she was the dis- 
turbing influence in China, and that Em- 
peror William's telegram to Mr. Kruger 
was largely responsible for the feeling 
which produced the Boer war. 

Henry Norman (Liberal) wanted to know 
if the Government realized that Germany 
had practically secured exclusive rights in 
the Shan-Tung Peninsula, and that Rus- 
sia had a complete monopoly of the enor- 
mously valuable mines of Mongolia. 

In the course of a general reply, the Un- 
der Secretary for the Foreign Office, Lord 
Cranborne, declared that the great ques- 
tions affecting Newfoundland were not be- 
ing allowed to sleep. They were perpetu- 
ally before both the British and French 
Foreign Offices. The Government would be 
exceedingly glad to settle the Newfound- 
land question, but it was a very difficult 
one because of a complexity of interests 
over which the British Government had no 
control. 

Regarding Russia, Lord Cranborne said 
it was not the fault of Great Britain that 
an understanding between the two coun- 
tries had not been reached. 

The question of the relations between 
Great Britain and Italy was very impor- 
tant, continued Lord Cranborne. Great 
Britain's international friendships were 
never aggressive, nor intended to be ag- 
gressive. Her friendship with Italy be- 
longed to that class. It was based on 
something stronger than treaties, namely 
identity of interests and sympathies. There 
had been a passing coldness regarding such 
subjects as Tripoli and Malta, but Great 
Britain had given Italy assurances on both 
and the soreness was healed. Great Britain 
had no designs on Tripoli. She was only 
anxious to maintain the status quo and in- 
tended to adhere to treaty obligations con- 
cerning Tripoli as well as other matters. 

The agreement with Japan, Lord Cran- 
borne asserted, was founded on mutual in- 
terests; therefore it had a strong founda- 
tion. Regarding the complaint as to the 
lateness of the treaty, Lord Cranborne said 
it was not for Great Britain to offer trea- 
ties; she granted them and was delighted 
to grant this treaty to Japan. 

Lord Cranborne further remarked that 
he did not believe that China was likely to 
be misled by the advances of various pow- 
ers. She knew it was the true policy of 
GreatgBritain to maintain the igtegrity of 
China’ and increase her resources. He 
was therefore not in the slightest degree 
afraid of the small advantages which it was 
thought had been gained by other powers. 
Lord Cranborne quoted the denial of the 
German Imperial Chancellor, Count von 
Biilow, of the report that Germany had ex- 
clusive rights in Shan-Tung, and he claimed 
therefore that the door remained open. 

As to a Russian concession in the Pei-Ho 
Valley, the Government, said Lord Cran- 
borne, was not in a position to say that 
Russia was not entitled to a concession, 
but when it came to the question of the site 


and area thereof Great Britain had a deal 
to say, and said it with considerable effect. 

Referring to the termination of the pro- 
visional Government of Tien-Tsin, Lord 
Cranborne said the terms had not been def- 
initel agreed upon. The Government 
would be glad to see their modification, and 
there was very little doubt that they would 
be modified. 

As to the Chinese indemnity being a gold 
debt, the Government, Lord Cranborne de- 
clared, could not recede from its position, 
but sympathized with China, and some 
amelioration might be granted. It was 
hopeless to expect the total abolition of 
the likin stations in China, but it Was con- 
fidently hoped that it would be possible by 
a fiscal arrangement to relieve foreign 
trade of this enormous burden. 


FRENCH-ITALIAN FRIENDSHIP, 

PARIS, July 8.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
tiles to-day the Foreign Minister, M. Del- 
cassé, replying to a question by M. Chaste- 
net, (Republican,) who asked if the retent 
renewal of the Dreibund would influence 
Franco-Italian relations, said that when 
the renewal of the Dreibund drew near the 
Government occupied itself therewith and 


acquired the conviction that the renewal 
Was no menace to France. 

Italy, the Minister added, would never 
lend herself to an aggressive policy toward 
France. The statement was greeted with 


cheers. 


SANDHURST CADETS PUNISHED. 
LONDON, July 4.—Twenty-nine “ rusti- 
cated "* cadets of the Royal Military Col- 
lege, Sandhurst, left that institution yes- 
terday morning, protesting that they had 
not been connected with the recent incen- 
diary fires started at the college. 


The time limit of forty-eight hours given 
by Lord Roberts, the Commander in Chief, 
to the cadets of the Royal Military College 


to deliver up those who have been guilty 
of starting the many recent fires at the 
college, in default of which the “ rustita- 
tion” of all the cadets was to be ordered, 
expired on Wednesday night. 


OUTBREAK IN THE CAUCASUS. 


Peasant Risings Similar to the Recent

SHIP SUBSIDIES HEARING. 
William J. Pirrie a Witness Before the 
House of Commons Committee. 


LONDON, July 3.—The Committee of the 
House of Commons appointed to inquire 
into the question of subsidies, heard Will- 
iam J. Pirrie, Chairman of the Harland & 
Wolff Shipbuilding Company, to-day. 

This witness, who figured so prominently 
in the recent J. Pierpont Morgan shipping 
combine, expressed the opinion that subsi- 
dies were given merely as a bounty and 
served to encourage inefficiency, and that 
even where they could be legitimately be- 
stowed the tendency of subsidies would be 
to foster individual as against general in- 
terests. Mr. Pirrie regarded foreign sub- 
sidies as a blessing in disguise, as they 
stimulated British shipowners to keep more 
abreast of the times. 

Replying to a question of the Chairman, 
Mr. Pirrie said the Morgan combine, which 
he preferred to call a ‘‘ community of inter- 
ests,”” was established purely for commer- 
cial purposes and on entirely business prin- 
ciples. He was convinced that a dangerous 
international situation was rapidly ap- 
proaching at the time the deal was effected, 
but, by the creation of this community of 
interests the future of British shipping as 
well as of British shipbuilding was assured. 

In short, Mr. Pirrie considered the deal 
to be in every way satisfactory to the Brit- 
ish. Giving subsidies would only invite re- 
taliation in the most important markets of 
the world. The extent of State assistance 
= ouruan shipping was greatly exaggers« 
ated. 

Mr. Pirrie also said that the feeling 
against the combination was due to mis- 
apprehension. All they had been doing wags 
to act on the advice of the Prince of Wales 
when he said, ‘“‘ England must wake up.” 
Mr. Pirrie thought that the best way for 
the Government to help British ship ing 
was to deepen the approaches to, and othere- 
wise improve, the chief ports. 

Mr. Pirrie added that British participa- 
tion in the future in the world’s carrsine 
trade would depend less on subsidies than 
on improved business methods. 

Replying to the Chairman, Mr. Pirrie as- 
serted that he did not think it possible 
that subsidies would prevent the transfer of 
such ships as those of the White Star Line 
to Americans. 


POLES’ DISCONTENT GROWS. 





Bitterness of People of Prussian Prove 
inces Increasing—Officials to Ig- 
nore Kaiser’s Visit. 


BERLIN, July 3.—The recalcitrant pupils 
of the Wreschen (Prussian Poland) School, 
with the exception of six, have now de- 
clared their willingness to accept religious 
instruction in the German language. They 
had all been punished by longer hours and 
extra tasks for eight months, since the 
Prussion Ministry ordered the suspension 
of corporal punishment. 

This and other incidents constantly take 
ing place in the Polish provinces are in- 
creasing the sullenness and bitterness of 
the inhabitants. 

Eight Poles holding official positions fn 
the Province of Posen have decided to take 
the same attitude toward Emperor William 
during the approaching army manoeuvres 
as the nobility have previously assumed. 
They are determined not to accept invita- 
tions to banquets, receptions, the gala 
epere performance, or any other function 
planned in honor of his Majesty. 

Dr. Golde, a female practitioner, has been 
sentenced to a year’s imprisonment, and a 
publisher named Morawski has been con<« 
demned to two years in prison for circu: 
lating songs and leaflets, prepared in Lons 
don, tending, in the court's opinion, to in- 
cite race hatred. 


THE SPANISH-AMERICAN TREATY. 


Signed Yesterday by Mr. Storer and the 
Spanish Foreign Minister. 


MADRID, July 3.—The treaty of trade, 
commerce, and amity between the United 
States and Spain was signed to-day. 

Bellamy Storer, the United States Minis- 
ter, leaves Madrid to-morrow to join his 
family in Switzerland. He will return in 
September and complete other negotiations 
which are in progress between the United 
States and Spain. 

WASHINGTON, July 3.—Secretary Hay 
to-day received a cablegram from Minister 
Storer at Madrid announcing that the 
Spanish Minister for Foreign Affairs and 
Mr. Storer had signed a treaty of amity 
between the United States and Spain.

Reciprocal freedom of commerce and 
navigation is provided for, and the usual 
‘most favored nation”’ clause respecting 
tariff dues is jncluded. This will probably 
not result in the remission of the maximum 
rates which have been imposed by the 
Spanish Government since the war of 1898 
on all imports from the United States. The -

VENEZUELAN TOWN TAKEN 


Rebels Under Gen. Mendoza Cap- 
en ture Barquisimeto. 


Revolutionists Now Marching Upon 
Valencia—Fears that Porto Ca- 
¥: bello Also Will Be Seized. 


PORT-OF-SPAIN, Trinidad, B. W. I., 
July 3.—News has reached here that after 
four days’ fighting the town of Barquisi- 
meto, in the State of Lara, Venezuela, has 
been captured by revolutionists under Gen. 
Luciano Mendoza. 

Gen. Mendoza, who reappeared in active 
operations, was assisted by Generals Solag- 
nie, Pancho Batalla, and Aular. The Gov- 
ernment troops were nearly all captured. 
One hundred of them, however, escaped 
with Gonzalez Pacheo, Governor of the 
State of Lara, in the direction of Trujillo. 
Four Venezuelan officers and Gen. Varela, 
the chief in command at Barquisimeto, es- 
caped to the seaport of Tucacas. 

Gen. Jacinto Lara has been appointed 
Governor of Barquisimeto by the revolu- 
tionists. 

This new victory is believed to prove orce 
again the vitality of the revolution against 
President Castro. Revolutionists, estimated 
to number 4,500 men, are now marching on 
Valencia. in the State of Carabobo, which is 
forty miles away. Valencia will probably 
be attacked within ten days. The where- 
abouts of Gen. Matos, the leader of the 
revolution, is absolutely unknown to the 
Venezuelan Government. 

According to the latest reports received 
here from Porto Cabello, the telephone and 


telegraph lines connecting that port with 
Valencia were cut eight days ago, and tref- 
fic on the English railroad between these 
points has been interrupted for the lust 
three days. It is believed that the revolu- 
tionists will shortly attack and capture 
Porto Cabello. 


COLOMBIA TO BUY A WARSHIP. 


Gen. Gutierrez Going to San Francisco 
to Purchase One. 


COLON, July 3.—The 
eral, Pompilio Gutierrez, left here on July 
1 for New York. His destination is San 
Francisco, and he has instructions from 
the Government to purchase a warship for 
use on the Pacific side of Colombia.

THE KING’S PROGRESS 
CONTINUES EXCELLENT. 


It Is Expected that Soon Only One Bul- 
letin a Day Will Be Issued—London 
Medical Papers’ Statements. 


LONDON, July 4.—The following bulletin 
was posted at Buckingham Palace at 7 
o'clock last evening: 

“His Majesty had a comfortable day. 
His general condition is still further im- 
proved, and the wound now causes him 
comparatively little pain. 

“ TREVES, 
‘“ LAKING, 
* BARLOW.” 

The following was issued at 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning: 

“The King has slept well, and nothing 
has occurred to mar the excellent progress 
his Majesty is now making. 

“ TREVES, 
* LAKING, 
* BARLOW.” 

Everything points to a satisfactory if 
somewhat prolonged convalescence of the 
King. It is expected that the bulletins re- 
garding his condition will. soon be reduced 
to one a day. Only small crowds now haunt 
the bulletin boards at Buckingham Palace, 
which is an indication that public confi- 
dence has been restored. 

Only one physician now remains at the 
palace throughout the night, and all his 
Majesty’s doctors are able to attend to the 
more pressing portion of their private prac- 
tice. Sir -Frederick Treves absented him- 
self from the palace yesterday to attend 
the wedding of his only daughter to Major 
Delme Radcliffe. 

A rumber of coronation guests left Lon- 
don yesterday, including the Crown Prince 
of Sweden and Norway, and Prince Komat- 
su of Japan. Both were seen off by gath- 
erings of distinguished persons at the sta- 
tion, where every one seemed to be in high 
spirits owing to the good condition of the 
King. 

Crowds of the soldiers now in London 
make daily pilgrimages to Buckingham 
Palace to gaze at the windows of his 
Majesty's apartment, while crowds of citi- 
zens gather to stare at the strange uni- 
forms and stranger faces of the native 
soldiers from distant’ quarters of the em- 
pire. 

A striking scene was witnessed yester- 
day. A big brake loaded with Fijian sol- 
diers drew up in front of the palace. The 
men were barelegged and bareheaded; their 
frizzy hair was long and dyed, and with 
their white cotton skirts and quaint tunics 
they presented a strange spectacle even in 
cosmopolitan London. In front of the 
palace, and to the amazement of the as- 
sembled crowd, the Fijians solemnly in- 
toned a hymn of intercession in their native 
tongue which had been composed for the 
occasion by one of their number. 

Discussing the King's uninterrupted prog- 
ress, The Lancet says: 

“It has been necessary to remove the 
drainage tubes, as they could not be tol- 
erated, and gauze plugs are now used in- 
stead. The wound is granulating satisfac- 
torily, the discharge has diminished, and is 
perfectly inodorous. His Majesty’s tem- 
perature has been normal since June 26. 
His constitutional condition is admirable.” 

The British Medical Journal, in express- 


ing a similarly satisfactory view of the 


King’s condition, says: 
“At no time has it been necessary since 
the operation to use sedatives to induce 


the King to sleep. To medical men who 
have read the daily bulletins it has been 
obvious that the statements therein were 
entirely frank. 

“There was great anxiety at first. Sir 
Frederick Treves did not go to bed for 
seven nights. But the load of anxiety is 
now lightened, if it has not entirely dis- 
appeared. The rumors regarding the King’s 
general health are altogether unfounded, 
and confidence is now felt that, thanks in 
an unusual degree to his sound constitu- 
tion, the King will make recovery.” 


ENTERTAINMENTS IN LONDON. 


LONDON, July 4.—With the satisfactory 
progress of King Edward a large number 
of the unofficial coronation functions are 
being carried out with the greatest bril- 
liancy. 

The Indian and colonial guests of the 
country are being féted and entertained on 
all sides. Sir Henry Irving gave an elab- 
orate reception in their honor on the stage 
of the Lyceum Theatre last night, after 
the performance of ‘““Faust.’’ The theatre 
was beautifully adorned and illuminated, 


and the eight hundred guests present in- 
cluded most of official, literary, and artistic 
London. United States Ambassador Choate 
and Henry White, Secretary of the Em- 
tassy, represented the United States. 

In addition to the performance at_ the 
Opera last night, when a very brilliant 
audience assembled for the London début 
of Miss Mary Garden, from Paris, who 
made a most successful appearance in Mas- 
eenet’'s ‘‘ Manon,” private concerts were 
given by Mrs. John 'W. Mackay and Mrs.

MR. MORGAN’S PURCHASE 
OF EARLY PRINTED BOOKS. 


London Times Laments the Wholesale 
Exportation of Literary Treas- 
ures to This Country.

LONDON, July 4.—The Times laments 
the continuous wholesale exportation of 
rare early-printed books and illuminat- 
ed manuscripts to the United States. It 
points out that the drain hes been going 
on for more than half a century, and has 

recently reached huge proportions. 

Now, says The Times, it has to chron- 
icle the most important single transac- 
tion of this sort that has. ever taken 
place, or is likely to take place. Sotheby, 
Wilkinson & Hodge have just sold by 
private treaty to an American, who re- 
fuses to have his name disclosed, a 
library containing thirty-two Caxtons. 
The price runs into six figures. 

The nucleus of this library was formed 
by the late William Morris. Soon after 
he died his splendid collection of early 
books and manuscripts was purchased 
by a collector, who for the next five or 
six years further enriched the collec- 
tion from the Ashburnham and other 
sales, till now it contains 700 articles, 
each a gem of the first water. 

The idea of the collection, apart from 
the intellectual joys of the bibliophite, 


was to exemplify the origin and devel- 
opment of the early illustrated book 
from the illuminated manuscript, through 
the block book, to the finished typo- 
graphical specimen, so that there is 
scarcely a votume in the collection of 
later date than the year 1500. 

Only the choicest specimens from the 
Morris library were included in the books 
sold to the American. The others were 
sold at Sotheby’s for nearly £11,000.

ITALIAN KING’S JOURNEY. 


Why Victor Emmanuel Will Not Visit 
the Austrian Emperor.

LONDON, July 4.—Referring to the 
omission of the Austrian capital from 
King Victor Emmanuel’s approaching 
tour, the Vienna correspondent of The 
Times says that the origin of the diffi- 
culty dates from several years ago, when 
the late King Humbert visited the Aus- 
trian Emperor at Vienna. The Em- 
peror would have received the visit at 
Budapest or any other town, and if the 
Italian Ministry had not been eager to 
dazzle public opinion it would have un- 
derstood that Budapest was preferable 
to Vienna, as it was extremely difficult 
for the Emperor to return the King’s 
visit at Rome, whereas if King Hum- 
bert had gone to Budapest the Em- 
peror could have returned the visit at 
Florence, Venice, or any other town. 

The correspondent says that the whole 
affair is one in regard to which strong 
expressions of outside opinion could only 
make mischief. Its eventual solution 
should be left to the two sovereigns and 
Governments concerned. 


“THE DEFENDER.” 


A Passable Nautical Comedy from Bos- 
ton at the Herald Square. 


“The Defender,” the nautico-musical ex- 
travaganza by Allen Lowe and Charles 
Denner, which has come over from Boston 
and found lodgment at the Herald Square 
Theatre, is made up of one dull act and 
two fairly good ones. There was a man in 
the audience last night who said he had 
seen a worse show than the first act, but 
he admitted that he was unfortunate. The 
other two acts have just enough novel fun 
to lift the show as a whole out of the class 
of impossibilities. 

The chief figure in the play is the Sir 
Thomas Ceylon Teaton, represented in that 
stage of his career when he stil hoped to 
lift the America’s Cup and was not yet 
a Coronation Baronet.

Mrs. Walsh’s Gift in Memory of Her 
Brother, Henry McCaddin.

Candidates for the Catholic Priesthood 
in the Poorer Dioceses to Receive 
the Benefits of the Fund. 


A munificent foundation for the education 
of candidates for the priesthood of the = 
Catholic Church has been announced. The Ns 
gifts composing it are from Mrs. Ann Eliza } 
Walsh, formerly Miss McCaddin, of Brook- 
lyn. Mrs. Walsh’s donations for educatfonal 
and charitable purposes have amounted to 
nearly $800,000. Her present establishment 
of a fund of $450,000 exceeds by $150,000 | 
the Cauldwell appropriation for the Cath- 
olic University at Washington. 

The title under which the five incorporat- 
ors act is “The Henry McCaddin, Junior, 
Fund for the Education of Candidates for 
the Catholic Priesthood in the Poorer 
Dioceses of the United States and Else- 
where.”’ The fund is a memorial of the de- 
ceased brother of the founder. The name 
is conspicuous now in the McCaddin Me- 
morial in Brooklyn, a building erected by 
Mrs. Walsh in 1896, at a cost of about 
$200,000, and given by her to the Church of 
Saints Peter and Paul, to be used as a 
lecture hall and for other purposes con- 
nected with the church. 

Investments made by Henry McCaddin, 
Sr., since 1840 in real estate in the village 
of Williamsburg, of which he, was a 
Trustee, and in other parts of Brooklyn by 
him and his son, Henry McCaddin, Jr., 
resulted in the accumulation of a large fort- 
une, which Mrs. Walsh, his daughter, in- 
herited. She entered into communication 
concerning her wealth with the Rev. Dr. 
John McQuirk, rector of St. Paul's, Harlem, 
who is well known by churchmen as the 
former Defender of the Marriage Tie in the 
Council of the late Afchbishop. His judg- 
ment and experience in business affairs 
had impressed Mrs. Walsh favorably. 

The direction of the gifts to the purposes 
of education of ecclesiastical students came 
about after long and mature deliberation. 
While it was known that in many dioceses 
studerits in the theological seminaries were 
provided for sufficiently by annual collec- 
tions and in other ways, the Rev. Dr. Mc- 
Quirk’s attention had been turned often to 
the fact that throughout the United States, 
in Mexico, and in other countries there 
were many dioceses without the means of 
earrying on the necessary studies of young 
men in the course of divinity. To meet 
mere living demands has always been a 
problem difficult of solution for numerous 
college students with capacity to engage in 
business employments—a question which in 
this city has in a measure been met by the 
Employment Bureau of Columbia Univer- 
sity. From the nature of their vocation, 
candidates for the priesthood, unable to 
seek employment in ordinary business po- 
sitions, have labored under a double bur- 
den. 

With such conditions to overcome, it was 
realized that the benefit of the fund should 
reach beyond local needs, and that the 
poorer dioceses, unable to bear the expenses 
of the maintenance and tuition of their 
seminarians, should be considered as en- 
titled exclusively to its benefits. It was 
seen that the generous purpose of the don- 


or could be served best not by investing 
any part of her gifts in a new building and 
nominating more professors and tutors, but 
by paying the expenses of students in the 
institutions open now. To this end it was 
determined that the fund should be devoted 
to the education of such aspirants to the 
priesthood as the Bishops of dioceses should 
name, and that its elp should extend 
throughout and to the completion of the 
entire theological course, thus founding nu- 
merous scholarships in many seminaries. 
The fund has been incorporated under 
the laws of this State, with the Rev. John 
McQuirk, D. D., LL. D., as President and 
Treasurer; Matthew Daly of New York as 
Vice President, and the Rev. Charles P. 
Grannan, D. D., of the Catholic University, 
Justice Joseph P. Fallon, and John G. The- 
ban, civil engineer, its first Directors.

IN THE SHOPS. 


Thin white India silk waists are made 
with lace of deep cream or ecru shades, 
which seem heavy for the silk. One of the 
waists, with a heavy ecru lace, has a yoke 
of two broad bands of the lace running 
across, another band down the centre of 
the front, and short bands, finishing with 


a point, are carried half way to the waist 
line from the yoke on either side. The 
stock and cuffs of the sleeves are made of 
bands of the lace. 


More delicate lace of a lighter tone is 
used in another waist of the white silk. 
The whole upper part of the waist is 
made of the all-over lace, which is used 
peculiarly. It is plaited in upon the shoul- 
ders sufficiently to give a little fullness, 
and it is carried down from there to the 
waist in inconsiderable folds, leaving a 
small pointed opening at the neck which is 
finished with the straight fold of the lace 
and without collar or even an edge of any 
kind. The all-over lace is drawn in, grow- 
ing narrower as it nears the waist, and a 
peculiar feature of it is the sharp points or 
rays which extend out from it on either 
side. In the upper part, where the lace is 
broadest, the rays are carried over, or 
have that appearance, onto the sleeve, al- 
though that is not actually the case! as 
the lace is set in and is of course broken 
at the armseye. At the lower part of the 
waist, where the lace grows narrower, the 


broad ends of the points come nearer meet- 
ing. More of the all-over lace forms the 
lower part of the sleeves, being gathered in 
full a little below the elbow, deep points of 
it extending up into the silk of the upper 


part.

A voile gown in one of the tan shades is 
trimmed with white braid and French knots 
that give an effect of ‘a half-inch band of 
trimming. The skirt is simple, with a 
shaped flounce at the lower edge that is 
headed by the trimming, composed of two 
narrow bands of the fancy white braid set 
some distance apart. In the centre, be- 
tween the rows, is a line of French knots 
in black. The suit has a half-fitting Eton 
jacket, with straight little vest fronts cf 
pique. The jacket is outlined with trim- 
ming, like that,on the skirt, including the 
neck, which is cut low, and up the biases 
in the front. On either side of the narrow 
white vest fronts are rows of small round 
pearl buttons with simulated buttonholes of 
a tan to miatch the color of the suit.

One linen gown has a Persian effect. It 
is made entirely of tucks, or they are really 
bias folds stitched on to a plain ground. 
The effect is of tucks. These are made cof 
a linen which in the piece shows a linen, a 
Persian, and a delicate pink stripe. The 
skirt and bodice are made entirely, with 
the exception of the yoke and tops of the 
sleeves, of tucks of the material. They 
are graduated in width on the skirt, being 
about two inches in width around the lower 
edge and half an inch at the waist. In 
the upper part of the back the narrower of 
these tucks turn up to the waist in the 
centre of the back, giving a much better 
effect than they would give if they were 
earried straight cround. The bodice is 
formed of more of the tucks, growing 
smaller from yoke to waist line. The yoke 
is effective, being formed of two-inch 
squares, alternating with plain tucked grass 


linen and filet lace. These extend ecross 
the waist and tops of the sleeves. The 
stock is formed of folds of plain grass linen 
joined by rows of pink fagoting and a strip 
formed of two folds, and a central line of 
fagoting is carried down over the opening 
in the back to the waist. A similar band 
serves for a belt. The sleeves are “ormed 
of the tucking, the lower tucks forming a 
ruffle around the arm. The sleeves resch 
only.a little below the elbow.

Effective also is a dark blue linen gown 
trimmed with three-inch bands of heavy 
coffee-colored, lace. Three of the broad 
bands encircle the skirt. They are set 
about their width apart in the centre of the 
skirt. The upper part of the skirt is fitted 
by narrow tucks over hips and back, and a 
cluster of these fine tucks finishes the 
flaring lower part of the skirt. There is 
a yoke formed of the bands of the lace set 
across, and another band is carried down 
the centre of the front, while on either side 


of it are fine tucks running from yoke to 
the waist. The stock is of the lace, with 
a fold of blue on either edge. The sleeves 
are tucked perpendicularly above and be- 
low the elbow, and they gather in at the 
wrist, where there is a cuff of the lace 
with folds of blue on either edge to match 


the stock. oe 


A similar blue gown with three bands of 
the heavy lace around the skirt has the 
front of the bodice made entirely of an all- 
over linen lace. It blouses slightly.

Very pretty is a dark gray gown of lawn. 
It is made with a skirt covered with grad- 
uated tucks, set a little distance apart and 
with a line of fancy stitching in black be- 
tween every two. The bodice is trimmed 
with large squares of the gray tucked and 
of the white filet lace. There is one row 


of these alternating squares, which en- 
circles the waist in the lower part, where 
it blouses, and two rows form the yoke. 
There are tucks and stitching between the 
yoke and lower row of embroidery.

‘Sapt. James M. Brady. 

Capt. James M. Brady, son of the late 
James “8. Brady, a well known contractor, 
died in his home at 248 West One Hundred 
and Fffth Street, on Wednesday night, after 
a brief illness. Capt. Brady, who gained 
his military title as a company commander 
in, the Twelfth Regiment; was born in this 
city on May 17, 1847. Graduated from Co- 
umbia University, he studied law in the 
office of Evarts, Choate & Beaman, and he 
was soon admitted to practice. His offices 
were in the St. Paul Building. He was ac- 
tive in Democratic politics and he was an 
Assistant District Attorney under the late 
John McKeon. In recent years he acted 


with the faction of the Democracy presided 
over by ex-Sheriff James O’Brien.

Horace Alling, aged seventy-nine, died in

Quo- 
tations, showing strength in the early 
trading, climbed higher and still higher 
until in the late dealings the large short 
interest in the market—fearful of some 
unexpectedly favorable announcement 
over the holiday—became alarmed and 
ran precipitately to cover. Under the 
stimulus of this fresh buying demand, 
prices rose further, the market in point 
of animation and strength resembling 
much the markets in the days of the 
boom following President McKinley's 
re-election. 

The highest prices were reached about 
ten minutes before the close, when it be- 
came evident that the urgent short cov- 
ering demand was at an end and that in 
mot a few cases the interests primarily 
responsible for the early upbidding of 
prices were steadily selling to the fright- 
ened shorts. Hence it was that closing 
prices were a shade lower than the high- 
est level—but high enough, nevertheless, 
to give concern to those bears not al- 
ready forced in. Some of the notable 
gains for the day were: Northwest, 354; 
Delaware and Hudson, 2; Lackawanna, 
2: General Blectric, 3; Ulinois Central, 
8%; Missouri Pacific, 144; New Haven, 
1%; New York Air Brake, 1%, and Con- 
tinental Tobacco preferred, 1%, while 
there were many gains of a point. 

So far as could be learned the demon- 
gatration against the shorts was planned

ICE TRUST SHARES DROP. 

The only weak stocks on the list yester- 
day were the shares of the Ice Trust, which 
Were conspicuously heavy. The common 
dropped 1% points and closed at practically 
the low for the day, while the preferred 
fell nearly three points, closing for a net 
loss of 114. These declines in the face of 
an exceptionally strong market elsewhere 
were the subject of much comment in the 
Street, but no new reason for them was 
disclosed. 

In banking houses it was said that the 


decline was due simply to continued liquida- 
tion on the part of holders disgusted with 
the — management of the property and 
the loss of their dividends. 


THE COPPER SITUATION. 

In yesterday’ s stock market there was an 
advance at one time of 1% points in Copper 
Trust stock on short €overing, and a sub- 
sequent decline of over a point on what 
was regarded as inside selling. There was 
no news on the stock, but the Street read 
with interest the circular letter of D. 
Houston & Co., reviewing the trade situa- 
tion. The letter says, among other things: 


Operations in copper were on a comparatively 
moderate scale during the past month, and 
buyers showed considerable conservatism. There 
was an absence of spirited aggressiveness in 
the trading, and with the prevalence of quiet 
conditions a modification in values occurred. 
Early in June the market quoted 12%@12% for 
lake copper, but latterly an easier tone developed 
and at the close the lake basis was around 12%. 
The consumptive requirements continue very 
large. but these were partially anticipated by 
purchases earlier in the year, and consequently 
new orders lately have not been so freely forth- 
coming. The salient features of the situation 
are the great consumption and heavy exports, 
but the presence of other influences tends to tem- 
porarily counteract these powerful factors as a 
stimulating force to the market. 

Official returns for the month of May reveal 
a pronounced increase in the copper production 
of this country, and with the preparations going 
on it is generally conceded that the United 
States output will be on a rising scale. Never- 
theless,. recent deliveries to domestic consumers 
and for export have undoubtedly absorbed with 
apparent ease the bulk of current output, and a 
great deal of last year’s surplus in the bargain. 
But the market will naturally pulsate between 
hesitation and expectancy until after the new 
producers now coming into more prominence be- 
come tum fledged and demonstrate their ability 
as regular contributors of copper, when the rela- 
tive limits of production and consumption can 
be better gauged. 


SOME GENERAL ISSUES. 

The initial decline of over a point in 
Sugar Trust stock was due to the announce- 
ment of the increase in the capitalization 
of the new Federal Sugar Company and 
the apparent intention of that company to 
enter into the manufacture of sugar as an 
aggressive competitor of the Trust. The 
stock seemed to be well bought on the 
decline. 

Steel Trust shares, though not so buoyant 
as the active railroad stocks, were never- 
theless strong and in good demand. It isa 
known fact that there is a very large short 
interest in both the common and preferred, 
and it is said that next week an effort will 
be made to drive these shorts to cover. 

The very favorable crop news, with clear, 
warm weather reported, was a. welcome 


change, and in the Street was regarded as 
a bull argument on the Grangers. Hence 
not only the advances in such shares as 
Atchison, Missouri Pacific, Rock Island, 
and St. Paul, but the drop in corn and 
wheat prices in the grain market. 
Investment demand was eee for 
the advances in such usually inactive 
shares as Lackawanna, New Haven, New 
York Air Brake, and General Electric. 


MOVEMENT OF CURRENCY. 

Discussing the movement of currency 
during the week, Messrs. Dow, Jones & Co. 
Say: 

The principal movements of currency this 
week indicate that the banks gained thereby 
$844,300. 

The banks received from the interior $4,051,100, 
and sent to the interior $3,005,800, of which 
$170,000 was transferred through the Sub-Treas- 
ury to New Orleans. The gain on the interior 
movement was $955,300. 

The banks received new gold to the amount 
of $1,070,900, of which $496,600 was on New 
York Assay Qffice checks, $245,500 on San Fran- 
cisco Mint checks, and $328,800 on Seattle Assay 
Office checks. About $500,000 of the checks from 
the Pacific Coast represented deposits of Klon- 
dike gold. 

The banks received from the Sub-Treasury on 
ordinary Government disbursements $14,298,100, 
and paid to the Sub-Treasury for customs, in- 
ternal revenue, 5% redemption fund, retirement 
of circulation by correspondents, &c., $15,480,000. 
The loss on Sub-Treasury transactions proper was 
$1,181,900. 

The total gain from the interior and new gold 
was $2,026,200; deducting the loss of $1,181,900 
to the Sub-Treasury, the net gairf was $844,300. 

The direct receipts of currency were chiefly 
from the South and the Pacific Coast. The ship- 
ments were mostly to nearby and eastern points. 
No large shipments to the West are reported. 
The decline in New York exchange gt some West- 
ern cities is believed to be due to the deposit in 
their banks of checks for July interest and divi- 
dends. Some currency is usually shipped from 
New York during the first week of July on this 
account. Compared with last week the receipts 
from the interior are less by $2,169,700, and the 
shipments to the interior are $1,398,100 greater.

SIX MONTHS’ BANK CLEARINGS. 


According to Bradstreet’s heavily reduced 
security speculation at New York—stock 
sales are only one-half those of last year 
and bond sales 10 per cent. less—accounts 
for the entire decrease shown in bank 
clearings in the past six months from the 
phenomenal totals of a year ago. The de- 
cline shown in the country as a whole is 
10.3 per cent., but the New York clearings 
are 17 per cent. smaller, and outside of New 
York clearings are 6.5 per cent. larger than 
a year ago. What is true of the six months’ 
returns is necessarily largely true of those 
for June. The latter total is 23 per cent. 
smaller than that of June a year ago, is, in 
fact, the smallest since September a year 
ago, and the decrease at New York is prac- 
tically the measure of the entire falling off 
shown.

State Controller Miller Says It Is Not 
the Purpose to Include Divi- 
dends of Depositors. 


ALBANY, N. Y., July 3.—State Controller 
Nathan L. Miller to-night gave out an 
authorized interview relative to the depart- 
ment’s attitude on the law taxing dividends 
of savings banks. He said in part: 

“There is a great misapprehension on 
the part of the savings bank officials as 
to the attitude of this department on this 
question. The department, in fixing the 
assessment upon which last year’s taxes 
were levied, did not include dividends, 
neither is it the purpose to include such 
dividends in fixing the assessment for this 
year, nor is it the policy of the State to 
tax dividends paid to depositors. 

“A test case was made by the Bank for 
Savings of New York to obtain a construc- 
tion of the law in the courts. On their 
application for a revision before me they 
raised the following questions: That the 
law is unconstitutional; that interest ac- 
crued but not yet due should not be in- 


cluded in fixing the assessments; that, 
though the statute provides that the tax 
shall be on the surplus and undivided earn- 
ings at par, nevertheless securities owned 
by the bank having a market value above 
par should be assessed at par, while se- 
curities having a market value below par 
should be assessed at their market value; 
that the real property of the bank, consist- 
ing of the real estate used for banking 
pespones, although the building had just 
been erected, should Be assessed, not on 
the basis of the cost of the property, but 
upon the basis of what the material would 
be worth torn down. 

“These contentions were overruled and 
the tax confirmed. For the purpose of 
presenting all of the questions involved, the 
Attorney General made a counter applica- 
tion to increase the assessment by adding 
the amount of dividends declared but not 
yet payable. This application was also 
denied, and the determination of the Con- 
troller is now under review in certiorari 
proceedings instituted both by the bank 
and the Attorney General, and it was for 
this purpose that the proceedings were 
thus taken. 

“Many savings bank officials have ap- 
parents assumed an attitude not only of 

ostility to the law itself, but to the fair 
administration of it. The law was intended 
to reach, for the purpose of taxation, only 
the surplus and undivided profits of the 
banks, and it is well known that this 
surplus never reaches depositors. 

“The total tax last year was $705,333.12. 
The total amount of deposits was $987,621,- 
808.80. It will readily be seen therefore 
that this tax was considerably less than 
one-tenth of 1 per cent. of the amount of 
deposits. It is stated, however, that many 
savings banks have made this tax an ex- 
cuse for reducing their rate of interest 
from 4 per cent. to 3% per cent.” 


Hackensack Meadows Co. In Debt. 

Maurice L. Muhlemann, controller of the 
Hackensack Meadows Company, admitted 
yesterday that the interest on the first 
mortgage bonds, due July 1, had not been 
paid. He said that efforts were being made 


to pay the amount, $37,000, next week. He 
said no foreclosure could be had until the 
second default had occurred. The bond- 
holders are the original owners of the 
property. 


GOVERNMENT COTTON REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, July 3.—The monthly report of 
the statistician of the Department of Agriculture 
will show the average condition of cotton on 
June 25 to have been 84.7, as compared with 
95.1 on May 26, 1902; 81.1 on June 25, 1901; 75.8 
on July 1, 1900, and a ten-year average of 85.6 


with the exception of North Carolina, where 
there seems to have been a slight improvement, 
and Virginia, where there is no appreciavle 
change in condition, every cotton-producing State 
shows a decline during the month, the decline 
being greatest in Texas, where it amounts to 22 
points, and in Louisiana, Indian Territory, Mis- 
sissippi, and Alabama, where it is 11, 10, 9, and 
8 points, respectively. The condition is, how- 
ever, still in excess of the ten-year average in 
the following States, by the number of points 
stated in each case: Virginia, 3; North Carolina, 
6; South Carolina and Florida, 9; Georgia and 
Arkansas, 7; Tennessee, 12; Oklahoma, 2, and 
Missouri, 10. On the other hand, the condition 
falls below the ten-year average by 2 points in 
Louisiana and Indian Territory, 1 point in Ala- 
bama, and 13 points in Texas. 

This report is made up to June 25, and no 
changes subsequent to that date have been taken 
into account. The department's statistical agent 
for Texas, however, telegraphed last night that 
the recent rains in that State have been of little 
or no benefit to the crop, and that a further de- 
terioration may be looked for unless there is 
more rain by July 10.

In twenty-six seconds the yacht was 
brought to a dead stop from full speed 
ahead, and while traveling at her crusing 
speed of 16%, knots she was turned in a 
little more than her own length. She was 
Swung around on her heel and driven 
astern with 90 per cent. of the power that 
sends her full speed ahead. 

The Revolution’s machinery is duplicate, 
consisting of two boilers, two feed pumps, 
two main turbines, two condensers, and 
two shafts, with one screw propeller on 
each shaft. The advantages claimed are 
high power with comparatively light en- 
gines, economy, and comfort. The Revolu- 
tion’s engines have developed 2,500 horse 
power, which is double the power. that 
could be developed in a boat of similar size 
by the ordinary engines. She has six state- 
rooms, three bathrooms, two deck houses, 
and quarters for a crew of nineteen men. 
The only other turbine boats are those 
built in England by the Hon. Charles A. 
Parsons. in Hs boats one turbine is divid- 
ed among three or four shafts, each shaft 
having two or three screws, while in the 
Revolution there are two independent tur- 
bines, each on one shaft, fitted with one 
screw. 

Charles G. Curtis, the inventor of the 
turbine methods as employed on the Revo- 
ution, is a son of George Tichnor Curtis, 
and a nephew of the late George William 
Curtis. He is also a member of the bar 
and a graduate of the Columbia School of 
Mines. : 

Others on board yesterday were L. C. 
Ryce and Prof. James E. Denton of Stev- 
ens Institute, who said that the trial was 
a remarkable success, and that in his Opin- 
ion turbines eventually would supplant all 
other methods of marine propulsion. 

The Revolution made ner first appear- 
ance last week, when she raced up to 
Poughkeepsie with Charles R. Flint’s Ar- 
row, which has a reputed speed of forty 
knots an hour. The Revolution was only a 
few minutes behind after a three hours’ 
run. On Tuesday she crossed the bows of 
the Sandy Hook, a sister ship to the Mon- 
month, in a brush up from the Highlands, 
and was saluted by the Sandy Hook's Cap- 
tain, as the trick had never been done be- 
fore.

TO SAVE TWO BOYS. 


Dock Builder at Hoboken Plunged to 
Save Them and All Three Were 
Nearly Drowned.

Vertney Freer, twelve years old, of 254 
Eleventh Street, Hoboken, and George Sut- 
ter, ten years old, who lives in the same 
neighborhood, were walking along the edge 
new crib north of Fifteenth Street 
in Hoboken, shortly before noon, 
Freer’s foot slipped. He caught his 
companion by the leg, and both fell into the 
river. Neither could swim. 

Harry Olsen, a dock builder, saw them 
fall, and without waiting to remove his 
heavy spiked shoes, jumped in after them. 
The boys were locked in each other’s arms 
he grasped them and started with 
to the dock. He had gone only a 
short distance when the terrified lads 
threw their arms around his neck. Olsen 
tried to force them off, but was so badly 
choked he was almost helpless. Other 


men who were working on the crib saw 
the struggle in the water, but were unable 
to give any assistance. 

Timekeeper Joseph McNeill and Watch- 
man Theodore Spencer, who were on the 
dock, secured pikepoles, and with them 
they managed to keep the heads of Olsen 
and the boys above water. Several times 
the pole hooks tore through Olsen’s cloth- 
ing, and the three sank, only to be grappled 
to the surface again. The man and boys 
were finally gotten near enough for Fred- 
erick F. Bleeding, when lowered head 
down by his feet over the side of the dock, 
to lift the boys, one after the other, to 
safety. Olsen was so completely exhausted 
that he could not stand, and his back was 
lacerated by the hooks of the pikepoles. 


AGED TEACHER WILL RETIRE. 
Leonard Dunkly Has Completed Sixty 
Years of School Work and Was Ab- 
sent Ten Days in That Time. 


Leonard Dunkly, the veteran Principal of 
Wilson Street Public School No. 16, in 
Williamsburg, and, it is said, the oldest 
public school Principal in Greater New 
York, has asked to be retired on a pension, 
having completed sixty years of active 
school life. Mr. Dunkly is more than 
eighty years old. 

Such men as former Mayor F. W. Wurs- 
ter, former Fire. Commissioner William 
Cullen Bryant, Joseph Baston, the artist, 
and other equally prominent men are grad- 
uates from this school. Mr. Dunkly dur- 
ing the sixty years that he has devoted to 
teaching the young has been absent 
but ten days, his last absence  be- 
ing fourteen years ago, -when-he had 
trouble with his eyes. He is a native of 
New York City, and his early education 
was obtained privately. Seventy years 
ago he was graduated from the Mechan- 
ics’ Society School, in New York City, and 
while still in his youth he decided to make 
teaching his profession, and on Sept. 1, 
1842, he occupied the position of instructor 
in the junior department of the Grammar 
School of Columbia College. Two years 
later he was appointed teacher of English 
in the New York High School, which posi- 
tion he held for four years. He decided at 
that time to apply for a Principal’s certifi- 
cate in the public schools of Brooklyn, and 
his appointment was approved and a license 
issued, and in 1851 he went to Williams- 
burg to take ue the duties of Assistant 
Principal in the Wilson Street School. Four 
years later he was promoted to the Prin- 
cipalship, the position from which he has 
asked to be retired with a pension of $1,500 
a year.

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DR. WILSON’S RESIGNATION 


St. Andrew’s Pastor Offered Sec- 
retaryship of Wesleyan Fund. 


His Retirement Followed Retraction of 
Trustees’ Request to Withdraw— 
The Rev. E. H. Hughes De- 
clines the Pulpit. 


The Rev. Edwin H. Hughes of Malden, 
Mass., declines the call to the pastorate of 
St. Andrew's Methodist Church of this city, 
and asks that his name be not considered. 
The Rev. Dr. J. O. Wilson, who has an- 
nounced his intention retire from the 
pastorate of the church, has been offered 
the position of executive secretary of the 
Wesleyan University $1,000,000 Endowment 
Fund, and it is said that he is likely to ac- 
cept it. 

New details about the retirement of Dr. 
Wilson, who raised $100,000 to pay off the 
debt on the church, came out yesterday. 
t seems that when St. Andrew's was built 
in Seventy-sixth Street, one member gave 
a note for $6,000, falled in business, and 
was unable to pay. The note had been dis- 
counted, and became a debt of the congre- 
gation. A running deficit increased the 
amount to $15,000, which the congregation 
owed. The trustees undertook to raise this 
sum, but got $13,000, and declared they 
could get no more, At this juncture the 
tev. Dr. Wilson came in and promptly se- 
cured the lacking $2,000. 

The Sunday School of St. Andrew's 
Churth desired deaconesses and an assist- 
ant pastor, in order that additional work 
might be done. It urged the pastor to 
preach a sermon asking for money with 
which to provide the same. He at first 
demurred, and was told that if he did not 
do so the school would itself undertake to 
the money. The Rev. Dr. Wilson 
had just returned from conference. He 
preached the sermon, and pleaded for the 
money. He is said not to have mentioned 
by name St. Paul's Church, at Eighty- 
sixth Street and West End Avenue, but he 
referred to it as having two deaconesses 
and an assistant minister, and was de- 
clared by muny to have hinted that St. 
Andrew's people were not doing their duty. 
Dr. Wilson got the money asked for, and 
St. Andrew's may have the deaconesses 
and the assistant minister. 

On the Tuesday evening following the 
preaching of the sermon there was held a 
meeting of the Board of Trustees of the 
church. The Rey. Dr. Wilson supposed the 


meeting was held to take action on the 
matter of the assistant minister and the 
dcaconesses, and probably to commend him 
for having raised the money for the same, 
and also for securing the $2,000 that the 
trustees were unable to get to clear off the 
tloating debt. Instead, the trustees voted 
unanimously to ask him for his resigna- 
tion. During the week it was discovered 
that the Board of Trustees possessed no 
power for such action, so a second meeting 
was held on the succeeding Tuesday, the 
resolution was rescinded, and an apology 
offered to the Rev. Dr. Wilson. 

A storm in the congregation ensued. 
Some upheld the pastor, a few upheld the 
trustees. The Rey. Dr. Wilson, however,, 
announced his intention to resign, and said 
he might or might not complete his con- 
ference year. 

Methodists are discussing this new devel- 
opment in the working of the no-limit to 
the pastorate period, but the Rey. Dr. 
Wilson declines to talk, and officers of St. 
Andrew’s desire nothing to be said about 
the matter.

BIG STONE FALLS IN STREET. 


Half-Ton Missile, Dropped from Top of 
New Hall of Records, Wounds One 
Man—Remarkable Escapes. 


Pedestrians on Centre Street were scat- 
tered in all directions, passengers on pass- 
ing trolley cars were panic-stricken, and 
one man was seriously injured yesterday 
by the falling of an ornamental cornice- 
stone weighing almost half a ton, at ihe 
new Hall of Records, which is being erected 
at Centre Street, between Chambers and 
Reade Streets. 

The large stone was being hoisted to the 
top of the structure. It was during the 
rush hours, and many of the thousands 
oft their way to work stopped and watched 
the large block slowly traveling upward. 
Suddenly, when it had almost reached the 
top, there was a jar from the derrick, the 
clip hooks on the steel runner with which 
the block was being hoisted slipped their 
hold on the rope sling holding the stone. 

The crowd in amazement saw the stone, 
disengaged, whirl downward toward ihe 
street. Policeman Schoenfeld, who is post- 
ed at this perilous part of Centre Street 
during the rush hours, shouted to the crowd 
to get back. 

The sidewalk here is protected by a bridge 
work constructed out of heavy boards and 
wooden beams several inches thick. 

Through this bridge work the stone 
crashed as though the great beams had 
been made of glass. Passing directly un- 
der. where the stone struck on Centre 
Street, near the corner of Reade Street, 
was Samuel Giordano, an Italian laborer. 
He managed to get out of the way of the 
stone itself, not, however, before it had 
dealt a glancing blow to his cheek. Splin- 
ters were flying in all directions, wounding 
Giordano, and a heavy beam fell on his 
left leg, while the ends of other, broken 


timbers knocked him unconscious to the 
sidewalk. Several other pedestrians were 
injured by flying splinters, but rushed away 
before the police could get their names. 

Giordano had received serious internal 
injuries, and blood was streaming from his 
mouth. He was taken in an unconscious 
condition to the Hudson Street Hospital. 

The contractor, Alexander Mitchell, of 
136 West One Hundred and Fourth Street, 
was shortly afterward arrested by Polfce- 
man James P. Riley of the Harbor squad 
on a technical charge of assault. Later he 
was arraigned in the Tombs Police Court 
and discharged.

He said that the Lederer 
Amusement Company furnished the chil- 
dren at the theatre, and that there would 
be a case soon against the company on ac- 
count of Arthur Brown, a colored boy, aged 
ten, of 330 West Thirty-seventh Street, who 
had been allowed to sing and dance at the 
thedtre.

LEGAL NOTES. 


FALSB IMPRISONMENT VERDICT AGAINST 
WEIGHT OF EVIDENCE.—A judgment for the 
plaintiff in an action for false imprison- 
ment brought by Mrs. Bridget Tobin 
against Bell Brothers, the proprietors of a 
department store in Oléan, N. Y., has been 
reversed by the Fourth Appellate Division 
on the ground that the verdict of the jury 
was against the weight of evidence. Just 





| before the holidays in December, 1899, Mrs, 


Tobin went to Bell’s store, ostensibly to 
exchange a pair of rubbers and have but- 
tons sewed on some shoes she had previous- 
ly purchased. She testified that she looked 
at the Christmas goods throughout the 
store, and at the jewelry counter tried on a 
ring. At that moment, so she said, she was 
accused of stealing the ring by one of the 
defendants’ employes, a man named John- 
son. The latter, notwithstanding her pro- 
testations of innocence, ordered her into 
the office of the store, and told her she 
must pay $25, as goods of that value had 


| been stolen. Johnson also asked her where 


she got a new pocketbook she had with 
her, and she answered that she had pur- 
chased it at the store two days before. 
“I wanted to go home,” said Mrs. Tobin, 
“but they wouldn’t let me. I had $25, and 
this they wanted me to leave with them. 
They made me wait in the office for an 
hour while an officer was sent for.’” An 
entirely different version of the occurrence 
was told by four witnesses for the defense, 
Jennie Shauer, a clerk, not in the employ 
of Bell Brothers, at the time of the trial, 
testified that while she was at a counter 
adjacent to where the jewelry was, she saw 


| Mrs. Tobin try on a ring, put It back in its 


case and then take it out and look at it 
Miss Shauer was called away for a 
moment, and when she returned the ring 


was gone. She called the attention of Miss 


| Myers, who had charge of the rings, to the 


fact, and the latter reported the matter to 
Johnson, who spoke to Mrs. Tobin 
She at first denied she had the 
but finally said, ‘“‘ For God's sake, 
don’t expose me for this thing.’”’ Johnson 
said Mrs. Tobin remained in the office vol- 
untarily. Justice Spring, for the court, 
says: “The verdict is clearly against the 
weight of the evidence. The plaintiff is un- 
supported in her story, and 1s contradicted 
by four witnesses, two of whom are disin- 
terested. While actions of this kind, as a 
rule, are peculiarly for the jury to de- 


termine, yet when the evidence is over- 
whelmingly against any unlawful detention 
and tends very strongly to show that the 
plaintiff was the culprit, instead of the de- 
fendant, we are impelled to intervene to 
prevent the defendants being mulcted in 


about it.

PROXIMATE CAvsE.—A flash of fire fol- 
lowed by smoke in a crowded trolley car 
of the Paducah Railway in Kentucky, 
caused such a stampede of the passengers 
that one of them, a man named Davis, was 
seriously injured. In an action by him 
against the railway company, it was held, 
(68 Southwestern Reporter, 140,) that it 
could not be said as a matter of law that 
the injury was not the proximate and nat- 
ural result of the defendant's negligence. 
The defendant will be liable if the conduct 
of the passengers was the natural result of 
the railroad’s negligence, or was such as 
might reasonably be expected under the cir- 
cumstances, considering the crowded condl- 
tion of the car, and the fact that It wag pro- 
pelled by electricity. The court said in 
part: “Thus where the defendant threw 
a squib into a market house, and it was 
knocked from one person to another in an 
effort to prevent it injuring him, the per- 
son who was injured at last by its explo- 
sion, it was held, could recover from the 
person who originally threw it. So where, 
in a quarrel with a boy on the street, the 
defendant, with a pickaxe, followed the boy 
into another’s store, and the boy, in striv- 
ing to get away, knocked out a faucet from 


a cask of wine, and the wine was spilled, 
pursuer was liable. So where, through 
the negligence of a railroad, fire fell on a 
horse and its driver in the street, and the 
horse ran away with the wagon, and the 
driver, in attempting to stop the horse 
reined it against the curbstone, and thus 
injured a person on the sidewalk, the rail- 
road was held responsible to the person in- 
jured, without regard to whether or not 
the driver did, in the emergency, the most 
rudent thing. So where the whistle ef a 
ocomotive is needlessly and wantonly 
sounded near a highway, causing a team of 
horses to run, and to kill another horse, 
the owner of the latter may recover of the 


railroad for the loss.”
